[United Provinces Act No. VIII of 1926.] 

[ Passed by the local Legislative of the United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh ] 

Received the assent of the Governor of the United Provinces of 

Agra and Oudh on September 11, 1926, anil of the Governor- 

General on October SO, 1926, and was published untie i Section 

SI of the Government of India Act on October 30, JUSO. 

An Act to establish and incorporate a 
University at Agra. 

Whereas it is expedient to establish and 
incorporate a University at Agra for the purpose of 
affiliating the colleges associated with the University 
of Allahabad as reorganized by the Allahabad 
University Act, 1921, so as to set the Unit ersity of 
Allahabad free to function as a unitary, teaching, 
and residential University by relieving it of the 
responsibility of controlling the quality and character 
of the teaching given m its name by the associated 
colleges and placing such responsibilit v upon an 
affiliating University at Agra , 

And whereas the previous sanction of the Goveinoi- 
General has been obtained under Section 80-A (3) of 
the Government of India Act, to the passing of this 
Act, it is hereby enacted as follows: —

(2) The Statutes may be amended or repealed 
or added to by Statute; made by the Senate in the 
manner hereinafter appearing. 

(3) The Senate may of its own motion take into 
consideration the draft of any Statute submitted to 
it by one of its own members • 

Provided that in any such case before a Statute 
is passed affecting the powers, duties or emoluments 
of any officer, teacher, authority or hoard, the 
opinion of the Executive Council and a report from 
the person or body concerned shall h> taken into 
consideration by the Senate.

THE UNIVERSITY 

(]) The First Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor Section 3 of 
of the University, and the first members, of the the Act- 
Senate, of the Executive Council, and of the Academic 
Board of the University, and all persons who may 
hereafter become such officers or members, so long 
as they continue to hold such office or membership, 
are hereby constituted a body corporate by the name 
of the Agra University. 

(2) The University shall have perpetual succes- 
sion and a Common Seal and shall sue and be sued 
by the said name. 

Subject to such conditions as may be prescribed Section 4 of 
by or under the provisions of this Act, the the Act ' 
University shall have the following powers, namely — 

(1) to provide for instruction in such branches 
of learning as the University may think fit. and to 
make provision for research and for the advancement 
and dissemination of knowledge ; 

(2) to confer degrees and other academic 
distinctions on persons who — 

(а) have pursued an approved course of study 

in an affiliated college and have passed 
the examinations of the University under 
conditions laid down m the Statutes or 
Regulations, or 

( б ) are teachers m educational institutions under 

conditions laid down in the Statutes and 
Regulations, and have passed the 
examinations of the University, under 
like conditions, or 

(t) are inspecting officers in the Department 
of Education and fulfil the conditions 
laid down in the Statutes and Regulations 
( 67 ) 
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and have passed the examinations of the 
University under like conditions, or 

(d) have carried on independent research 

under conditions laid down in the 
Statutes, or 

(e) are women who have carried on private 

study under conditions laid down in the 
Statutes ; 

(3) to confer honorary degrees or other distinc- 
tions on approved persons in the manner laid down 
in the Statutes ; 

(4>) to piovide such lectures and instruction for 
and to grant, under conditions laid down in the 
Statutes, such diplomas to persons, not being 
students of an affiliated college, as the University 
may determine ; 

(5) to admit to the privileges of affiliation, 
under conditions prescribed in the Statutes and 
Regulations, colleges in the United Provinces, 
Rajputana, Central India, aud Gwalior . 

Provided that it shall not be lawful for the 
University to affiliate any college situated within the 
limits of the Universities of Allahabad or Lucknow, 
or within a radius of ten miles from the Convocation 
Hall of the Benares Hindu University or from the 
University Mosque of the Aligarh Muslim 
University ; 

(6) to inspect affiliated colleges and places 
approved by the University for the residence of 
students ; 

(7) to co-operate with other Universities and 
authorities in such manner and for such purposes as 
the University may determine ; 

(8) to supplement the work of teaching and 
research in affiliated colleges by instituting teaching 
posts at such centres as the University may 
determine, and to appoint persons to such posts ;

The University shall be open to all persons of Section s of 
either sex of whatever race, creed, or class, and it the Aot ' 
shall not he lawful for the University to adopt or 
impose on any person any test whatsoever of 
religious belief or profession in order to entitle him 
to a certificate, diploma, or degiee oi the 
University, or to serve as a teacher, or to hold any office 
m the University, or to enjoy or exercise any 
privileges thereof, except where such test is imposed 
in any testamentary or othei instrument electing 
a benefaction which has been accepted In the 
University 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be 
deemed to prevent persons (whether teachers or 
not) from giving religious instruction m affiliated 
colleges or hostels to those who are not unwilling to 
receive it. 


CHAPTER II 

THE VISITOR

inspection to be made by such person or persons as 
he may direct, of the University, and its buildings,

every case, give notice to the University of his 
intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to be made, 
and the University shall be entitled to be represented 
thereat. 

(S) The Visitor may address the Chancellor 
with reference to the results of such inspection or 
inquiry, and the Chancellor shall communicate to 
the Senate and to the Executive Council the views of 
the Visitor and shall, after ascertaining the opinion 
of the Senate and the Executive Council thereon, 
advise the University upon the action to be taken 

(4) The Executive Council shall report to the 
Chancellor for communication to the Visitor such 
action, if any, as it is proposed to take or has been 
taken upon the results of such inspection or inquiry. 
Such report shall be submitted within such time ns 
the Chancellor may direct, through the Senate, which 
may express its opinion thereon. 

( 5) Where the Executive Council does not 
within a reasonable time take action to the 
satisfaction of the Chancellor, the Chancellor may, 
after considering any explanation furnished or 
representation made by the Senate and the Executive 
Council, issue such directions as he may think fit, 
and the Executive Council shall comply with such 
directions.

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CHAPTER VI 

THE DEANS 

(3) There shall be a Dean of each Faculty, whc 
shall be nominated by the Faculty subject to sucl 
conditions as may be prescribed by the Statutes 
and to confirmation by the Executive Council. 

(4) The Dean of each Faculty shall be responsible 
for the due observance of the Statutes and Regula- 
tions relating to his Faculty. 

Each Faculty shall elect a Dean from among 
its members, provided that in the case of the Faculties 
of Arts, Science, and Commerce the person elected 
shall be either the Piincipal of an affiliated college 01 
the head of a department of teaching in an affiliated 
college. The Dean of each Faculty shall preside at 
its meetings. He shall hold office for three years. 

1. When a Dean is to be elected at the annual 
meeting of the Faculty, the Vice-Chancellor will 
preside at the meeting of the Faculty and will invite 
proposals. He will put to the meeting the proposals 
which are duly seconded. The voting will be by 
ballot and the person who receives the largest 
number of votes will be elected the Dean of the 
Faculty. When a vacancy in the office of Dean occurs 
at any other time and the Vice-Chancellor is of 
opinion that the election cannot wait till the annual 
meeting of the Faculty, he will hold the election of 
Dean by correspondence and the following procedure 
will be followed • — 

The Registrar shall send to each member of the 
Faculty a Voting Paper and ask him to propose for 
the office of Dean a person from among the members 
of the Faculty in accordance with the conditions 
laid down in the Statutes. The Voting Paper

(6) The Executive Council shall not propose 
the draft of any Statute or of any amendment of a 
Statute — 

(a) affecting the status, powers, or constitution 

of any authority of the University until 
such authority has been given an 
opportunity of expressing an opinion upon 
the proposal. Any opinion so expressed 
shall he in writing and shall be considered 
by the Senate and shall be submitted to 
the Chancellor ; 

(b) affecting the conditions of affiliation of 

colleges to the University except after 
consultation with the Academic Board. 
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(1) The Senate may, on the recommendation of not Section 3t 
less than two-thirds of such members oi the Executive of tlie A - Ct - 
Council as are for the time being in India, remove the 

name of any person from the register of graduates 

(2) The Senate may remove any person from 
membership of any authority or Board of the 
University upon the ground that such person has been 
convicted by a court of law of an offence which, 
in the opinion of the Senate, is a serious offence 
involving moral delinquency or upon the ground that 
he has been guilty of scandalous conduct ; and may 
upon the same grounds withdraw from any person any 
degree, diploma, or certificate conferred or granted 
by the University. 

(1) The number of persons to be elected bj the p lrst 
non-official members of the Legislative Council under Statute 2. 
head (si) of Section 14 ( ) shall be three. 

(2) The number of graduates to be elected bv 
the registered graduates under head (wvi) of Section 
14 (1) shall be fifteen. 

(3) The number of persons to be nominated by 
the Chancellor undei head (a tin) of Section 14 (1) 
shall be ten. 

(4) The Board of High School and Intermediate 
Education, United Provinces, shall have power to elect 
two of its members to serve as its representatives on the 
Senate for such time as they are members of the Board. 

“(5) All persons who have made donations of 
not less than Rs. 500 to the University shall be 
formed into an Association to be called the 
Association of the Registered Donois of the 
University. The Association shall elect not mote 
than 10 per cent, of its members to be members of 
the Senate 

Provided, however, that this right of electing 
members to the Senate shall not be exercised by the 
Association unless the members of the Association 
exceed 50 in number and provided that the number 
to be elected shall not exceed 15.

(G) Every donor who makes a bequest of Rs. 10,000 
01 upwards may by or under his will, nominate one 
person who shall be a member for a period of six 
years from the receipt of the bequest. 

: (7) Every person contributing to the University 
a donation of Rs. 6,000, shall be a member for a 
period of nine years from the date of the receipt of 
his donation. 

1 (8) Every person contiibuting to the University 
a donation of Rs. 60,000 or upwards, shall be a 
life-member from the date of the receipt of the 
donation and every such life-member may, by notice 
in writing to the Registrar, nominate one member to 
hold office for a period of six years. 

'■(9) Every Indian Prince or Chief, contributing 
a donation of one lac of Rupees or upwaids shall be 
a life-member from the date of the leceipt of the 
donation and after his decease his successor for the 
time being holding his position as such Prince or 
Chief shall be a life-member. 

*“(10) Every person who is a life-member by virtue 
of the above clause (9) may from time to time 
nominate one member. The member so nominated 
shall contine in office for such period as the 
nominator may specify, provided that the membership 
shall deteimine on the death of the nominator. 

(11) Save as otherwise provided, members of the 
Senate, other than ex-officio members, shall hold 
office for a period of three years, and they shall 
be eligible for re-election, re-nomination. or 
r e -appointment .

For the Electi on to the Senate by Registered 
Graduates. 

The procedure for election to the Senate by ^statute 
registered graduates shall be prescribed by 
Regulations. 

1. In the year in which an election is to take Regulation, 
place, the Registrar shall issue by registered post, 
on or about the 15th August, a notice together with 
a list of registered graduates, to every registered 
graduate at his registered addiess, stating the 
number of vacancies on the Senate to be filled by 
election by registered graduates and asking that 
graduates, who desire to seek election to the Senate 
from this constituency, should communicate their 
intention to the Registrar within a time to be named 
m the notice. Such time shall be not less than 
15 days from the date on which the notice is posted. 

Such notice shall state the date and hour up to 
which intimation by registered graduates of their 
intention to seek election will be received by the 
Registrar at the Univeisity Office. 

2 Within the said time, any registered graduate, 
who wishes to seek election to the Senate, may notify 
to the Registrar his intention and ask for the 
inclusion of his name in the list of candidates for 
election. 

3. On the expiry of the time fixed by the notice 
under Regulation 1 , the Registrar shall, after scrutiny 
of the papers received from the registered graduates 
notifying their intention to seek election, prepare 
a list of all candidates who desire to seek election. 

This list, along with a blank voting paper and a 
statement of the number of vacancies, shall be posted 
by the Registrar, under a registered cover, to each 
voter at his registered address. The voting paper

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Regulations shall state the time and date before which it must 
—eonld. reach the Registrar The time and date thus notified 
must not be less than 21 days from the date on 
which the voting paper is posted. 

A voting paper received after the date and tune 
notified by the Registrar shall not be counted. 

4. Each voter will both fill in and sign his voting 
paper in the presence of the Attesting Officer The 
filling in shall be done by the voter giving, in his 
own handwriting, the registered numbers and the 
full names of the candidates for whom he decides 
to vote . 

Provided that if on account of physical inability 
a voter is unable to fill in his own voting paper, he 
may be allowed by the Attesting Officer to have 
an amanuensis to fill it in his presence and this 
fact shall be certified by the Attesting Officer. 

5 Each voter may vote for the election of as 
many candidates as there are vacancies, but he shall 
not be entitled to give more than one vote to any 
individual candidate.

(>v) Members of the Senate of the Agra

At places where none of the Officers, mentioned 
above is stationed, the attestation may he made by

7.' Each voter shall send his voting paper 
separately to the Registrar by registered post m a 
cover sealed with sealing wax and superscribed Voting 
Paper for Election io the Senate. Such voting papers 
shall be despatched so as to reach the Registrar m his 
office on or before the date and time fixed by the 
Registrar under Regulation 3. 
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Regulations 8. (i) Any voting paper not complying with 

— ronahi the abo\e regulations shall be declared invalid ; 

(u) If two or more voting papers are received 
m one cover, they shall be declared invalid. 

9. (1) Such voting papers shall be kept by the 
Registrar under lock and key in the sealed covers 
unopened, until the time and date fixed for their 
scrutiny 

(2) Due notice of such time and date as also of 
the place of scrutiny shall be given by the Registrar 
and such of the voters as may wish to attend shall be 
at liberty to be present during the scrutiny. 

(3) On the said day, the Registrar shall open the 
covers and scrutinise the voting papers and count the 
\otes in the presence of a committee of three persons 
appointed bv the Vice-Chancellor for that purpose. 

(•i) The Registrar shall prepare a return of the 
votes obtained by each candidate and such return 
shall be verified and signed by the members of the 
committee. 

10. l’he candidate or candidates who have 
obtained the highest number of votes shall be declared 
to have been duly elected. 

When two or more candidates have obtained an 
equal number of votes and the vacancies available 
are less than the number of such candidates, the 
Registrar shall report the case to the Vice-Chancellor, 
who shall determine by drawing lots, in such manner 
as he may consider advisable, which of the aforesaid 
candidates shall be deemed to have been elected. 

11. No election shall be deemed to be invalid 
by reason of any communication or the voting paper 
posted to any voter not being delivered to him by 
the post office.

For the Conduct of the meetings of the Semite 

12. The Senate shall, unless otherwise directed turns'^ 
by the Vice-Chancellor, ordinarily meet once a year in 

or about November, and may adjourn from time to 
time to conclude any unfinished business. The meeting 
in or about November shall be deemed the Annual 
Meeting of the Senate. 

13. At the Annual Meeting of the Senate the 
budget for the ensuing financial year shall be presented 
and representatives of the Senate shall be elected to 
such authorities and bodies as include representatives 
of the Senate. 

14. If both the Chancellor and the Vice-Chancellor 
are absent from any meeting, the members present 
shall elect a Chairman for the meeting. 

15. At all meetings of the Senate fifteen mem- 
bers, inclusive of the Chairman, shall form a 
(juoi inn. 

16. If a (/uoj um is not piesent fifteen minutes after 
the notified time of the meeting, the Chaiiman may 
declare that there shall be no meeting 

17 If in the course of a meeting, any member 
calls attention to the absence of a quorum the Chair- 
man shall dissolve the meeting. 

18. Notice in writing of meetings of the Senate 
shall lie despatched to all members of the Senate not 
Iftter than thirty clays before the meeting and shall be 
further published by a notice posted on the notice 
board of the Registrar’s Office. 

19. Notice of a motion or resolution to be moved 
at a meeting of the Senate must be m the hands of 
the Registrar not less than twenty days befoie the 
meeting.

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20. Notice of an amendment to a motion oi 
resolution ot which notice had been given must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least ten days before the 
meeting of the Senate at which the motion 01

21. No business other than that contained in the 
agenda paper shall be transacted at a meeting unless 
with the consent of the Chairman of the meeting and 
unless permission is given to introduce it by the vote 
of two-thirds of the members present 

22. All questions as to whether proper notice of 
a motion or an amendment has been given shall be 
decided by the Chairman of the meeting, whose 
decision shall be final 

23. (a) No motion or resolution of which due 
notice has not been given may be moved at any 
meeting of the Senate except — 

(1) to adjourn the debate ; 

(2) to adjourn the meeting ; 

(3) to dissolve the meeting ; 

(4) to change the order of business ; 

(5) to refer any matter to any authority of the 
University ; 

(6) to pass to the next item of business ,

{h) A motion under (1), (2), (6), or (8) above 
shall be put to the vote without discussion. 

(r) Motions under (1), (2), (3) and (4) shall be 
moved only with the consent of the Chairman. 
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24 No amendment of which due notice has not Regulations 
been given shall bo moved to a motion or resolution ~ 
before a meeting of the Senate unless — 

(1) the Chairman rules it to be in order as 

arising out of the debate, and 

(2) permission to move the amendment is 

given by a majority of the members 
present. 

25. The Chairman at a meeting of the Senate 
shall have a vote and a casting vote 

26 Every motion shall be affirmative in form, 
and shall begin with the word “That 

27- Every motion must be seconded, otherwise 
it shall drop. The seconder of a motion may 
reserve his speech with the permission of the 
Chairman. 

28. When a motion which is in order has been 
seconded, it shall be stated from the Chair, before 
it, is discussed. 

29. If no member rises to speak to the motion 
after it has been stated from the Chair, the Chairman 
shall proceed to put the question to the vote 

30. Not more than one motion and one 
amendment thereto shall be placed before the meeting 
at the same time. 

31 A motion once disposed of shall not be again 
brought forward at the same meeting, or at any 
adjournment thereof. 

32. (1) Any proposal before the meeting may

Regulations (3) When an amendment is of the second kind,

added (or inserted)”. 

33. No amendment shall be proposed which 
would in effect constitute a direct negative to the 
motion. 


34. Every amendment must be relevant to the 
motion upon which it is moved. 

35. No amendment shall be proposed which 
substantively raises a question already disposed of 
by the meeting, or which is inconsistent with any 
resolution already passed by it. 

36. The order in which amendments, of which 
previous notice has been given, are to be brought 
forward shall be determined by the Chairman. 

37. An amendment must be seconded in the 
same way as a motion, otherwise it shall drop. A 
seconder of an amendment may reserve his speech 
with the permission of the Chairman. 

38. When an amendment, which is in order has 
been moved and seconded, it shall be stated from the 
Chan 1 . 

39. The mover of an amendment or of a motion 
for dissolution or adjournment, has no right of 
reply. 

40. No members shall be allowed to speak more 
than once in the course of the discussion on a motion 
except the mover of the original resolution who may 
reply at the end of the discussion. 

41. No member shall speak to the question after 
the mover has entered on his reply. 
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42. A motion “ That this meeting be now 
dissolved ” or “ That this meeting be now adjourned” 
may be moved at any time as a distinct question but 
not as an amendment, nor so as to interrupt a 
speech. 

43. If a motion for dissolution is carried, the 
business before the meeting shall drop. 

44. If a motion for adjournment is carried, 
the meeting shall be adjourned and the business shall 
be resumed at the adjourned meeting. 

45. A motion “That the debate be now 
adjourned ” may be moved in the manner prescribed 
in Regulation 42, and if it be carried shall have the 
effect of postponing the debate on the question under 
consideration, and the other items on the agenda 
paper shall be proceeded with. If the motion be 
negatived the debate shall be resumed. 

46. A motion “ That the meeting pass to the 
next business on the agenda paper ” may be made 
at any time, m like manner and subject to the same 
rules as one for adjournment of the debate under 
Regulation 45. If such motion be carried the motion 
under consideration and the amendment thereon, if 
any, shall drop. 

47. At any time after a motion or amendment 
has been made, a member may request the Chairman 
to put the question, and if it appears to the Chairman 
that there has been sufficient discussion, he may call 
upon the mover for his reply and may then put the 
question to the vote 

48: No member shall speak for more than 
fifteen minutes when proposing a motion or 
amendment, or for more than ten minutes when 
seconding or speaking to a motion or amendment, or 
when replying.

50. The Chairman may at any stage in the 
proceedings, at his own discretion or at the request of 
a member, explain the scope and effect of the motion 
or amendment which is before the meeting. 

51. If the Chairman desires to take an active 
part in a debate, he shall vacate the Chair until the 
vote on that debate shall have been taken. During 
such time the Chair shall be taken by a member 
present appointed by the Chairman. The acting 
Chairman shall, during the debate in question, exercise 
all the rights of the Chairman. 

59. Any member may, with the permission of 
the Chairman, rise even while another is speaking, 
to explain any expression used by himself which may 
have been misunderstood by the speaker, but he shall 
confine himself strictly to such explanation. 

53. Any member may call the Chairman’s 
attention to a point of order even while another 
member is addressing the meeting, but no speech shall 
be made on such point of order. 

54. The Ctiairman shall be the sole judge on 
any point of order, and may call any member to 
order, and may if necessary, dissolve the meeting, 
or adjourn it to some hour on the same or the 
following day. 

55. A motion or amendment may be withdrawn 
by permission of the Chairman by any member who 
has given notice of such motion or amendment.. 

56. Any motion or amendment standing in the 
name of a member who is absent from a meeting may 
be brought forward by any other member. 

57 On putting any question to the vote the 
Chairman shall call for an indication of the opinion 
of the Senate by a show of hands in the affirmative 
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and negative, and shall declare the result thereof Regulations 
according to his opinion. — conid ■ 

58 Any six members may then demand a 
division except on a motion of the kind contemplated 
in Regulation S3, The Chairman shall thereupon 
give such directions for effecting the division as he 
shall consider expedient and shall nominate scrutineers 
to count the votes. 

59. A motion for the appointment of a committee 
on a subject under debate may be made by any 
member at any time, and without the notice required 
by Regulation 20. 

60 A motion for the appointment of a committee 
must define the purpose for which the committee is 
proposed and the number of members to compose it. 
Amendments for enlarging or restricting the number 
may be made without previous notice. If the motion 
is carried, the member moving shall name the persons 
whom he wishes to form the committee. It shall 
thereupon he open to members to propose and second 
other names. A ballot shall then be taken, if 
necessary, and the lequisite number appointed from 
those who obtain the largest number of votes. 

61. The quorum for a committee shall be not less 
than a majority of members appointed. 

62. At the time of the appointment of a 
committee one of its members shall be elected as 
Chairman of the committee by the Senate. 

63. In all cases of election other than those 
specifically provided for, the candidate shall be 
proposed and seconded. If no more candidates are 
nominated than there are vacancies to be filled, the 
Chairman shall declare those candidates to be elected. 

If the number of candidates exceeds the number of 
vacancies, the voters shall state on the ballot paper 
the names of the candidates they desire to vote for 
up to the limit of the number of vacancies. 

61 No matter which has been decided by the 
Senate shall, within a period of twelve months, be 
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Regulations reconsidered, except at a special meeting of the Senate 
—co?ic i . con vened for the purpose upon a requisition of not 
less than thirty members. No motion for revision 
shall be carried unless three-fourths of the members 
present at such meeting vote in favour thereof. 

Note— For the purpose of this regulation the interval between 
two annual meetings of the Senate shall be counted 
as 13 months. 

65. In any case not provided for by these 
regulations, the Chairman shall be entitled to give his 
own ruling as to procedure. 

66. Representatives of the Press and Visitor 
may be admitted to meetings of the Senate, provided 
they have obtained the permission of the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

67. Any member of the Senate shall, subject to 
the Regulations of the Senate, be entitled to put 
questions regarding any matter connected with the 
administration of the University. A member so 
putting a question, or any other member of the 
Senate, shall be entitled to put supplementary 
questions, Notice of questions to be answered shall 
be given not less than 20 days before the date of the 
meeting. 

The Vice-Chancellor may decline to answer any 
question if be considers it contrary to the best 
interest of the University

. (h) Five Principals of affiliated colleges m the 
United Provinces elected by the Senate ; 

Provided that, if the principal or a teacher of 
any such College is a Dean of a Faculty, 
the principal of that College shall not be 
eligible for election under this head and, 
if the number of principals so eligible be 
less than six, then all such principals shall 
be members without election. 

(r) Five members of the managing committees 
of affiliated colleges, of whom one shall 
be the Director of Agriculture, United 
Provinces, and four shall be members of 
the Senate elected by the Senate at the 
annual meeting 

( cl) Four members of the Senate other than 
members of the managing committees 
elected bv the Senate at the annual 
meeting, of whom not more than two 
shall be teachers of affiliated colleges 
other than principals ;

(b) shall direct the form, custody, and use of 

the Common Seal of the University ; 
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(c) shall, consistently with the powetsconfen-ed 

by this Act on the Vice-Chancellor, 
regulate and determine all matters 
concerning the University in accordance 
with this Act, the Statutes, and the 
Regulations : 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the 
Executive Council m respect of the courses 
of studies except after considering the 
recommendations of the Academic Board ; 

(d) shall frame the budget of the University ; 

(e) shall administer any funds placed at the 

disposal of the University for specific 
purposes ; 

{f) save as otherwise provided in this Act or 
the Statutes, shall appoint the officers 
(other than the Chancellor and the Vice- 
Chancellor), teachers, and other servants 
of the University, and shall define their 
duties and the conditions of their service, 
and shall provide for 'the filling of 
temporary vacancies in their posts ;

2. Every servant of the University shall be 
compelled to subscribe to the Provident Fund at the 
rale of 3 per cent of his salaiy for which an account 
will be opened at the savings bank. The deduction 
shall he made by the University upon every salary 
bill presented. In the calculation of this deduction 
fractions of a rupee of a salary shall be omitted. 
Subscriptions by the depositors, when on leave on 
less than full pay, will be optional. The amount so 
deducted, together with the contribution by the 
University under Statute 3 below, will he deposited 
in the savings bank. The payments in respect of 
the monthly deductions and cc ntributions shall, so 
far as possible, be made into the bank within two 
days of the receipt of the money in order that 
interest may accrue. The following procedure will 
be adopted . — 

The post office will open individual accounts 
for all the subscribers to the Provident 
Fund The University will arrange that 
all sums to be credited to these accounts 
shall be sent to the post-office accompanied 
by-

8. The University shall make a contribution at 
the rate of 12 per cent in the case of subscribers 
drawing a salary of Rs. 500 or less, 10 per cent in 
the case of subscribers drawing a salary of more 
than Rs. 500 but not exceeding Rs. 1,000 and 8 per 
cent in the case of subscribers drawing a salary of

4 Investment in post-office cash certificates or

8. In the case of severe illness of a depositor 
or of a dependent, purchase of site for buildings, 
erection of and repairs to subscriber’s own building 
and other urgent necessities to be decided by the 
Executive Council, the Executive Council may 
permit a depositor to draw temporarily out of 
the Fund from the amount subscribed by him and 
the interest thereon such amount as it may deem fit, 
provided that the sum advanced shall not exceed 
six months’ pay of the subsciiber or the sum 
subscribed by the depositor with the interest 
accumulated thereon, whichever is lesv. 

N ote —The amount advanced under this Statute shall be 
such a sum as is divisible into twenty-four equal amounts 
in whole rupees. 

9. The amount advanced under Statute 7 shall 
be refunded to the Fund by twenty-four equal 
monthly instalments. A subscriber may, however, at 
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Statutes bis option, make payment in less than twenty-four 
—fiuntd. instalments cr may repay two or more instalments at 
the same time.

2. Leave is earned by duty only. 

3 (1) A servant who lesigns or is discharged 

from the employment of the University, cannot, if 
re-employed after an interval, count hi; former service 
towards leave without the permission of the authority 
re-appointing him 

(2) A servant who is dismissed or removed from 
the University seivice, but is reinstated, is entitled 
to count his former service towards leave unless the 
authority reinstating him declares that he shall not 
so count it in whole or m part.

- eontd. t( le exigencies of the University service so requii’e, 
discretion to refuse or revoke lenve of any 
description is reserved to the authority empowered to 
grant it. 

5. All orders recalling a servant to duty before 
the expiry of his leave should state whether the 
return to duty is optional or compulsory. If it is 
compulsory, the servant shall be entitled to travelling 
allowance to Agra but will get leave salary up to the 
date he joins his post. 

6- A servant who remains absent after the 
expiry of bis leave is not entitled to leave salary 
during the period of such absence. Wilful absence 
from duty after the expiry of leave involves forfeituie 
of appointment. 

7. The power of granting leave will rest with 
the Executive Council. In regard to the clerical and 
menial staff the Executive Council may, by 
regulations, delegate its powers to the Vice-Chancellor 
and the Registrar. 

8. For every servant a service-book or service 
roll and leave account shall be maintained by the 
University in the form in which they are maintained 
in Government offices, and the Registrar shall have 
them kept up-to-date. 

9. Leave may be of the following kinds which 
may be combined with each other subject to limits 
loid down in these regulations : — 

( i ) Leave on full pay. 

(if) Leave on half pay. 

(lii) Leave on quarter pay (on medical 
certificate). 

(in) Leave without pay. 

Note I — Casual leave is not treated as regular leave and is 
not debited to the leave account Casual leave shall 
not be combined with regular leave of any kind. 

Note 2 — “ Pay ” means substantive pay and does not 
include acting allowance. 
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10. The leave on full pay which a servant earns Regulations 
is one-twelfth of the period he remains on duty. He —wnUi. 
also earns leave on half pay equal to one- twelfth of 

the period spent on duty. A servant on entering 
service must put in at least twelve month’s service 
before he can be granted leave mentioned in clauses 
(i) and (ii) of Regulation 9. 

11. It will be in the discretion of the sanctioning 
authority to grant leave on half pay even if leave on 
full pay is due, if it is necessary to do so in the 
interests of the University. 

12. The maximum period of leave on full pay 
which a servant can take at any one time either 
separately or in combination with any other leave is 
four months. 

13. The maximum period of leave with 
allowance (on full and half pay) which a servant can 
take at any one time is two years. This period may 
be extended by six months if the extension of leave is 
granted on quarter pay on medical certificate nnder 
Regulation 15 

14. A servant on return from leave on full 
pay taken separately or in combination with any 
other leave must remain on duty for at least six 
months before he can again be granted leave on full 
pay. 

15. When a servant applies for leave on medical 
certificate and no leave on full or half pay is due 
to him, leave on quarter pay may be granted to him 
subject to the condition that the total period for 
which such leave can be granted to a servant during 
the whole period of service shall not exceed two 
years. 

Note. — The medical certificate shall be from the Civil 
Surgeon in cases in which the salary exceeds Rs 300. 

In cases where the salaiy does not exceed Rs. 300, 
the certificate shall be from a qualified medical 
practitioner whose name is borne on the register of 
medical practitioners registered under the United 
Provinces Medical Act (III of 1927). 
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Regulations 16. In case of necessity and when no other 
—eunid j e;iVC j s due, leave without pay may he granted 
subject to the condition that no servant can be 
granted such leave for more than fieo years during 
the whole period ot his service. No servant is 
entitlal to leave without pay 

17. Applications for leave, unless they are 
supported by a proper medical certificate ns deseiibed 
m note to Regulation 15 should ordinarily be made 
at least thiee months before the date fiom which 
leave is applied for. 

Note. -The meie submission of a medical certificate shall 
not entitle the applicant to avail himself of the leave 
in anticipation of ^auction unless the medical 
ceitiiicate clearly shows that the applicant is utterly 
unlit to attend to his woik. 

18 The amount of casual leave granted to an 
individual m a calendar year shall not exceed 15 
days. 

19. Casual leave may be taken in one or moie 
instalments, as the applicant desires, hut shall not 
ordin.uily exceed 10 dajs at a time. 

51 90. Casual leave shall not be combined with nnv 
other kind of leave, but it may be taken either at 
the beginning or end of holidays, provided the 
peuod of total absence does not exceed 15 days. 

31. Servants belonging to the menial 
establishment may he granted leave under the 
preceding Regulations only so far as it can be done 
without imposing any extra cost upon the University. 
The leave sahry of the absentee must not exceed 
what remains from his pay after provision bus been 
made for efficient discharge of his duties. When the 
period of leive does not exceed one month in a year 
and the Registrar is satisfied that the leave is 
urgently required, extra expenditure up to a limit of 
half the pay of the post, may he incurred. 

‘If casual leave is taken either between two holidays or both 
at the beginning and end of holidays the total period of absence 
shall be treated as leave.

In ISIS Pandit Ganga Dhar Shastri bequeathed to the East 
India Company the rents of certain lands in the districts of 
Aligarh and Muttra for the promotion of education In accord- 
ance with the Shastri’a Will Agra College was opened in 1823 
the endowment then yielding over Rs 22,000 a year. Subse- 
quently Government added to the income and raised the 
College to its present status. 

In 1883, the management was transfeired to a Board of 
Trustees At the time of the transfer the Trustees made an 
appeal to the noblemen and gentlemen of the province of Agra 
and a lakh of rupees was added to the endowment, while the 
capital of the Scholarship Fund was raised from Rs. 95 000 to 
Rs. 58,500 

• The immediate control of the College is in the hands of a 
Committee, two of the members of which aie officials, the vest 
nominated by the Trustees. 

The College , formerly consisted of t\to departments, viz.. 
the College proper undei a Principal, and the School undei a 
Headmaster, But in July 1009, the School Department was 
handed over to Government by the Trustees in order that they 
might be free to devote all their resources to the benefit of the 
College. 

Tlje College with its hostels and playing-fields chvers an area 
of 340 Bighas, The College proper i- compactly situated on 
rising ground and consists of a cemml Arts block, housing also 
the administrative offices surrounded by five other blocks con- 
taining extensive Science laboratories, and the Meston Hall, a 
fine assembly hall of good acoustic properties which can com- 
fortably accommodate 8'10 persons. 

The College is recognized by the University of Agra for the 
instruction of undergraduate and post-graduate students m 
English,. History, Economies, Sanskrit, Hindi, Politics, Arabic, 
Persian, Philosophy, Mathematics, Chemistry, Physics, Botany. 
Zoology and Law; and by the Intermediate Board of the 
United Provinces for Biology, Logic and Drawing, m addition to 
the above.

The Library contains some valuable Oriental manuscripts 
and has been recently reorganised. Books appertaining to 
Science are housed in the laboratories where they are under 
the direct supervision of the heads of their respective depart- 
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ments. The Reading Room is open in the evenings as wail as 
during College hours. 

The laboratories are extensive and are well equipped for 
teaching puiposes, and for research. 

The interests of the students outside the class-ioom are 
partly provided for by dividing them (whether hostellers or day- 
scholars) into 18 tutorial groups, each undei one to three mem- 
bers of the staff Every new student is allocated to a group and 
once in a group remains there throughout his College career, so 
that his tutor lias a personal interest m him and is expected to 
act as his friend and his adviser. 

This division into groups is also the basis of organised games 
and results in very keen competition There is also a Day 
Scholars Common Room. 

Compulsory Physical Training is being cariied out for the 
benefit of those who do not play games A simple, open air 
gymnasium has been installed and the services of a highly 
qualified wholetime instructoi have been secured for this as 
well as for games and fistal sports 

The College Union, of which membership is compulsory, 
affords an outlet for the oratorical aud histrionic abilities of the 
students , and a Magazine is published eveiy term. 

An Old Eoys’ Association after being dormant for many 
years has been revived. 

There is a flourishing Staff Club Although membership 
is voluntary, practically every member of the Staff joins the 
Club. 

The Agra Collage Hostels provide accommodation for about 
37o students supervised by one Warden, two Assistant Wardens, 
a Superintendent and twelve graduate momtors. The hostel 
life is a special feature of the College. The system has long 
been adopted of giving the students the greatest possible 
freedom and reducing supervision to the minimum compatible 
with administrative requirements. The students divide 
themselves Into messes for the engagement of cooks and the 
purchase, cooking and serving of all their food, the anthoiities 
providing utensils and kitchens and medically inspecting the 
cooks. 

The Thomson Hostel was built in 1907 at a Cost of Rs 65,000 
of which about half was raised by subscription, the remainder 
being contributed by Government. It takes 70 students in four 
double-seated and the remainder in single-seated rooms For 
purposes of administration it is divided into three wings, each 
under a monitor. 

The Hewett Hostel was built in 1913 and is similar to the 
Thomson Hostel It accommodates 76 students of whom 02 are 
in single seated room 1 ,. 

The Huntley Hostel, atone time an official residence, a as 
purchased in 1917 and prepared for use as a hostel at a cost of 
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Rs. 28,600 It. houses (JO students, mostly in single and double- 
seated rooms and is under the control of two monitors 

The Bishambhar Nath Hostel was built in 1924 It costs 
Rs. 40,000 half of which was contriDuted by Government and 
half by the late Lala Bishambhar Nath in memory of his wife. 
It accommodates 30 students in single-seated rooms. 

There are further three houses converted to the use of 
students under the shadow of the larger hostels; each is in the 
immediate charge of a monitor. 

In addition to the abjve there are four caste hostels which 
thougn not directly under the control of the College are inhabited 
almost exclusively by its students and under the charge of 
members of the staff. These are the Vaish Hostel. Pathak 
Brindaban Vedic Ashram (commonly known as the Cnaube 
Hostel), the Bhargava Hostel and the Kayastha Hostel. These, 
like tlie College hostels, are adjacent to the College premises 
and playing-fields, and, though administratively distinct for all 
practical purposes, form part of the College. 

The hostel fees vary from Rs. S/8 in the ease of the smaller 
hostels, where the students have to provide tneir own light, up to 
Rs ti in the largest, where electric light and other conveniences 
are provided ; in all cases these figures include Reading Room 
fee and Medical attendance. Students pay for their own 
electric light. 

The following games are played : — 

Football, Hockey, Cricket, Tennis, and Volley-ball. There 
are two playing-fields and a College lawn, and most of the 
Hostels possess Tennis-courts The College teams also take 
part in local and outside Tournaments, lnter-tutonal matches 
in Football, Hockey and Cricket take place among the 18 
tutorial groups, athletic sports are encouraged Funds are 
obtained from a special contribution of annas Up m levied on 
every student 

The Agra and St John’s Colleges combine to form two 
platoons of the University Training Corps (“ C ” Company 3rd 
Battalion, A F. I.), the other members of the Company belong- 
ing to .Aligarh. At the last Annual Camp the “C” Company 
won the long Range Shooting Cup, the Annual Musketry Cup, 
and the Miniature Range Shooting Cup 

The Civil Surgeon of Agra is the ultimate medical authority 
for the hostels and there is also a Sub- Vssistant Surgeon who 
visits all hostels daily and to whom all sick report. There is a 
medical inspection of all hostellers suon after the annual 
leopemng of the College and the sight of new students is tested 
Seivants are inspected at more frequent intervals.

2 ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE, AGRA. 

Numbers.- The total number of students m the College is 
450, of whom 221 are reading in the University classes and 140 
are residing in the College hostels Through careful restriction 
in the numbers admitted, we have brought our total enrolment 
down to what we should regard as the normal total In the 
interests of efficient teaching and real College life we hope that 
we shall be able to maintain this policy. 

Women’s Hostel.— This year theie has been an increase in 
the number of College women students m the Davies House 
The present number being 8 College women students, together 
with 16 women students of the E T. C. class. Miss H Lazarus 
and Miss Gibbs continue to be Warden and Sub-Warden respec- 
tively. There are 9 women day students who are attached to 
Davies House foi games and supervision, and a separate retiring 
room is provided for women students in the College buildings. 
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Staff —The College staff now numbers 44 in all, including 12 
professors with European qualifications, and theie are in addition 
1-2 student tutms and demonstrators. Thirteen members of the 
-taff actually reside in the College premises. 

Organisation — The oigamsation of the Day students continues 
the same, as last year They are divided geographically into 
three circles, and each Circle has its Warden, Sub-Warden and 
Student Officers. Each Circle is further subdivided into five or 
six "Segments” to each of which a member of the staff is 
attached as “ Tangent ” to keep m touch with the students and 
to encourage their activities. Careful records are maintained 
by the Tangents of students in then Segments 

Library. — The number of volumes in the Library, including 
the separate Science Library, has now reached the total of 13,580 
Some 540 volumes have been added since the last year. 

The needfoi more adequate provision for books, particularly 
for standard works in connection with subjects of post-graduate 
study, for general reading (especially popular Sience) for inter- 
mediate students, and for periodicals and journals in Science is 
still urgent, and cannot be met undor present financial condi- 

Research.— Government has continued to award two Rese- 
arch scholarships in chemistry, one to be held by a student of 
Agra College and one by a St John’s student. This has been 
a welcome encouragement to the co operative effort which our 
two colleges have been making, as well as to the development 
of research In our own Chemistry Laboratory 

The Zoology department is also continuing its research work 
and 13 papers have already been published. 

The rural Economic research work of the College took a 
new turn this year when the invitation of the Collector of 
Agra to co operate in the Government rural development drive 
by undertaking supervision or rural uplift in one of the six 
circles selected for the purpose in Agra district was accepted. 
The ColJtge was given a completely free hand to select its 
own circle of twelve villages and to determine its own program- 
me of work with the support of all Government Departments. 

Mr Dwivedi of the Economics staff camped in the circle from 
October to December, and Mr and Mrs Puxley from January to 
March, while a large number of students participated in the 
work at one time or another. Government has shown recognition 
of the value of the College’s work by a substantial grant for 
the purchase of tents and camp equipment for use in future 
years. 

A part of the non-iecurnng grant received from the Govern- 
ment at the end of the 1934-35 session has been used to build 
an improved transmitter with which research has been under- 
taken into the problems of Rural bioadcasting. A special 
receiver has been constructed and in conjunction with the trans- 
mitter, reception has been tried out In villages around Agra with 
success. 
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General Knowledge. We are continuing the regular 
monthly peiiods for talks on ‘World News’ and lectures on 
General Knowledge given by members of the staff, and all 
under-graduate students take a paper in General Knowledge 
at the end of the Rams and Christmas terms. 

Results — Umveisity Honouts In the M A. Final Examina- 
tion in English, one of our students, though passing in the 
Second division stood second in the University. 

In the M. Sc Final Examination, one of our students passed 
in the First division in Mathematics, standing first in order of 
Merit and won the Krishna Kumari Gold Medal and two of our 
students, who passed the M. Sc Final Examination in Zoology 
in the Second division, stood first and third in the University. 

In the B. Com. Part II Examination, two of our students 
although passing in the Second division, stood third and fourth 
in order of Merit in the University. 

In the B. Sc. Examination one of our students, passing m the 
First Division and standing Sixth in order of Merit, won the 
Srimati Umang Lakshrm Kanti Lai Pardya Gold Medal in 
Chemistry. 

In the B A Examination one of our students won the Aziz- 
uddin Malcolm Hailey Gold Medal for Persian

University Tiaimng Corps.— The College has contributed 
two officers and 30 men to the half company to which the Agra 
Detachment is still limited Local training has continued regu- 
larly on the College grounds The detachment Band did very 
well in the Camp. 

“ C” Company again tvon the coveted Long Range Cup, the 
annual Musketry Cup, Inter Platoon Shield, Taluqdar’s Cup and 
several individual prizes in sports. 

Social Service League. — The work of the Social Service 
League continues along the lines mentioned in last year’s report. 
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A second Night School for Haitjans has been started Nine 
appealed foi and pas-ed the examination for First Aid to the 
Injuied. A Home Hygiene class has been staited. 

The Mark Memorial Institute continues to be a centre foi 
our Social Uplift work Two ruial Service camps were held, one 
at Akola in Dasehra holidays and the other at Saintha in Christ- 
mas holidays, when sports, meetings and lectuies were oiganised. 

A Health week was organised from January “24 to January 29, 
143(1, when a health exhibition, lantern lectuies and a Baby Show 
were arranged for poor people.

3 -MAHARAJA’S COLLEGE, JAIPUR 

History.— The Maharaja’s College was founded in 1844, by 
His Highness Saiaraad-i-Raja-i-Hindustau Raj Rajendra Sri 
Maharaja Dhiraj Sri Sawai Ram Singh ji Sahib Bahadur, 
G.C.S.I. 


The College was recognised upto the Intermediate Standard 
by the Calcutta University in 1873. It was affiliated to the M A 
standard of the Calcutta University in 1806 On the creation of 
the Allahabad Umveisity m 1887, the College was also affiliated 
to the Allahabad University to the B.A standard in 1888, to 
the M.A. Standard in 1000, and to the B.Sc. standard in 1905. 

On the passing of the Indian Universities Act, 1904, the 
jurisdiction of the various Universities was defined, and the 
Maharaja’s College, Jaipur, was cut off from the Calcutta 
University and went completely under the jurisdiction of the 
Allahabad University in 1 904. 

In pursuance of the provision of the Agra Uriiversity Act of 
1926, the College passed under the jurisdiction of the Agia 
University in 1927. 

Contiol —The College is maintained and financed entirely by 
the Jaipur Darbar, and is managed and controlled by the Educa- 
tion Member of the Council of State. 

Building and site — The New College Building stands in its 
own grounds outside the city and is a magnificent and imposing 
struetuie. It is surrounded by extensive playing fields, a botanical 
garden, a gymnasium and a Gas Plant. 

Subjects taught —The Maharaja’s College is affiliated to the 
Agra University upto the M A . and M.Sc. standards, and is 
recognised by the Rajputana Intermediate Board for the Inter- 
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mediate Examinations in Aits, Science, and Commerce. The 
College provides instruction in the following branches of study. —

Hostel. — The Maharaja’s College Hostel is located, as a 
temporary measure, in a rented building, and is situated on 
Station Road It is under the supervision of a resident Warden, 
who is a senior member of the College Staff. It has accommoda- 
tion for about SO boarders Ibe rooms are fitted with electric 
light, and the students make their own mess arrangements. A 
monthly rent of Ra. 3 is charged from each student. 

Athletics - Every student is encouraged to take part in one 
or more of the out-door games, for which there is adequate 
provision. 

Medical Inspection —The Medical Officer of the Education 
Department conducts a medical examination e /ery year of all 
the students The result is reported to the guardians and to the 
Director of Education. 

Societies and Association.— The Council of State, Jaipur 
have sanctioned a recurring grant of Rs. 300, to each of the 
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History and Science Associations for Historical and Scientific 
excursions.

Libraiy. — The College Library is classified according to the 
Dewey Decimal system with certain modifications. The Library 
is divided into Arts and Science sections and contains nearly 
8,000 volumes. The annual recurring grant is Es. 2,100. This 
year a sum of Rupees 1,130 was spent in addition, on the 
purchase of books of general interest, Science subjects and 
reference books. 


Laboratories, - The Physics, Chemistry and Biology Labora- 
tories are furnished with up-to-date equipment and apparatus, 
and are fitted with water taps, gas and electricity. There are 
spacious lecture theatres for Physics, Chemistry and Biology, 
and attached to them are a workshop under an experienced 
Mistry, and a Gas-Plant. 


L- MEERUT COLLEGE, MEERUT. 

Introduction.— It was about the last decade of the 19th 
century that the Meerut College was founded through the liberal 
efforts of the gentry and the nobility of the Division, who created 
an endowment tor the encouragement of higher education. It was 
affiliated in Arts in 1892, in Law in 1891, and in Science in 1900 
to the old Allahabad University It entered into its career as a 
first grade college in 1924, when M A. classes in English and 
History were started. Since then it has secured afiiliation upto 
M. A standard in five more subjects : Sanskrit, Persian, Philosophy, 
Economics and Mathematics According to the Agra University 
Act it retains its Intermediate cla'ses, which it has been running 
since its very inception. In the Intermediate the once dis- 
continued Commercial Diploma classes weie re-started m 19-23. 
The College also maintains a Business Department, which pro- 
vides special training and grants diplomas for Typewriting, 
Shorthand and Book-keeping It runs throughout the year. A 
special Drawing class has also been opened with a view to train 
students of the College going up for the Roorkee and other 
Engineering examinations. 

Management and Control.— The general 'policy of the 
College is controlled by a Boaid of Management, consisting of 58 
members, ten of whom are ex officio and 48 non-official, of whom 
two are nominated by the Government, one represents the Local 
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Bodies, and the rest ate drawn from among the nobility and 
gentry of the Division, entitled as First class subscribers. 

The immediate control of the College is in the hands of the 
Executive Committee with Dr Bhupal Singh, B.A , M B., as its 
Secretary, and the Principal, Col T F. O’Donnell, os its Joint 
Secietary The Committee consists of 21 members, six of them 
being ex-officio three representing the Donors of Meerut, 
Saharanpur and Muzaffarnagar districts, and the rest elected by 
the Board of Management. 

Building and Sites. — The College, occupying one of the 
healthiest sites m the city, stands on its own grounds covering 
about G'3 Bighas in extent For purposes of playgiounds the 
College has recently acquired the Victoria Park grounds measuring 
about 3? acres. Wire fencing, caretaker’s quartets and a pumping 
set have since been pi ovided therein. A pavilion is under cons 
tructton. The Building consists of (11 the College, ( n) two 
bungalows (ni) four quarters for Professors. (iv) the Old Hindu 
Hostel for 36 boarders \,v) the New Hindu House for "0 boarders, 
(vi) the New Blocks for 126 boarders, ^vu_) The Mobammadan 
Hostel for 76 boarders and (viii) Sir faita Ham Gymnasium 
Pavilion and (ix) a Hospital building with a segregation word, 
and compounder’s quarters. The main college Building consists 
of two wings, one containing the Arts Block, including the 
Drawing Hoom and the other comprising the Science Block, 
including the Laboratoiies and the Science Lecture Rooms, 
with workshops and gas-plants. In the centre of the Arts and 
the Science Blocks there is the College Hall with the Library in 
its upper storey. A new Biology Laboratoiy bas been added 
this year. 

Financial Position.— As regards recuiring expenditure, our 
finances, thanks to generous Government grants, are iu a satisfac- 
tory condition. The present chief sources of income are the 
Government grant, the fee income, the District Board contri- 
butions, interest on investments and other miscellaneous heads 
of income. The total expenditure for the year 1935-36 was 
R». 1,81,713 0-11 and total income was Us 1,81,292-9-3, the 
opening balance on 1st April 1935 being Rs 1672-16-9, thus 
leaving a balance of Rs. 1,342-8-1 on the 3 1st \Jarch 1936

Library. — The College maintains an efficient Libraiy, the 
total number of volumes amounting to about 16,000. The Library 
is divided into 33 sections and the books are generally arranged 
according to the author’s name A printed catalogue is kept upto 
date, copies of it have been distributed free to the members of the 
staff, and can also be hod by the students on payment of 
annas 8 only. For locating books, the card Index system 
has also been started. Books are issued on presentation of an 
Issue slip duly signed and giving the section and the number of 
tlie book. In order to secure judicious selection, books on 
Scientific and technical subjects are issued to students ou approval 
by the professors concerned. 

There are departmental Libraries in Physics, Chemistry, 
Drawing, Biology and Law. - Books on these subjects are not 
kept in the General Library, but tn the different departments 
themselves. 

Laboratories —Both the Laboratories of Physics and 
Chemistry aie fairly well equipped though the space for practical 
work has fallen short of requirements. 


Chemistry. 

The Practical Hall can accommodate 36 Intermediate and 
24 B Sc students at a time, each student woikmg separately. 
Each seat is provided with a gas and a water tap Five fume 
chambers have also been provided. There is also a sufficient 
stock of chemicals and apparatus. To each student a set of 
apparatus is given in the beginning of the session, and is returned 
by him at the end nf the session. There are 8 sartorius, t> Sautera 
and 12 other chemical balances, with separate rooms foi them all. 
The first are of a very high quality There are besides 24 charts 
to demonstrate big chemical processes, 100 samples of natural 
ores, and a set of wooden models for stend Isomerism in organic 
chemistry. 
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Physics. 

For B Sc students theie is a dark room and a Practical hall 
accommodating 21 students at a time For Intermediate Practical 
work there is an enclosed gallery and a small room accommodating 
ni all 3o students at a time. The construction of the New 
Physic-. Laboratory has already started and the Laboiatory will 
be shifted to the New Block as soon as the building is completed 
and equipped with the necessary Furnituie and Fittings. The 
question of erecting a new gas plant to meet the demand of the 
Physics and Chemistry Laboratories is under consideration and 
it is hoped that the scheme would materialise in the near 

There 19 no dearth of apparatus for the work of the students. 
Attached to the Laboratory there is an efficient workshop which 
turns out a fairly large part of the apparatus and attends to almost 
all the repair work. During the last two years a number of 
coloured slides on spectroscopy and a number of slides on wireless 
telegrapny have been obtained. A Radio receiving-set has also 
been installed. 


Biology 

A new Biological Laboratory has been added this year. 

Magazine.— The College publishes a baagazine, the largest 
contribution therein being from students Hindi and Urdu 
supplements are published annually The English Annual for 
1936 also included a supplement of the College Chronicle. The 
Chronicle is a brief illustrated history of the college upto 192b 
and the supplement published m the annuai magazine gives an 
account of the last eight years. 

Association.— The various sections of the College Society 
worked with zeal and evinced a keen interest for larger intel- 
lectual and social activities. The society is run by a General 
Secretary and Chairman of the various sections, all elected by the 
staff. They are assisted by the Secretaries of the various sections 
elected by the students. It comprises the following sections i — 

) . Litet ai y Society. —Three debates were held during 
the session, fairly largely attended both by stu- 
dents and the members of the staff. Two students 
were sent to take part in the Muslim University 
Debate. The Alakhdari Shield Debate, which is 
an Annual function of the society and winch was 
held this year on the occasion of the College 
Annual Day celebrations, was an unqualified 
success. A large number of students took pait in 
the debate. Many prominent persons from the 
town graced the function by then presence.

fulfilled this year with the inauguration of the 
Association on February 87, 1 930.

Several meetings were organised in which consti- 
tutions of the Association was passed and debates 
held The annual function of the Association ivas 
held under the presidentship of the Principal, 
Training College, Muslim University, Aligarh 
A debate was held in which the competitors from 
the Muslim University and from the Colleges in 
the Punjab and the Agra Universities took part.

Both the lectures 
were interesting, illuminative and instructive. 

9. The Athletic Association.— The Athletic activities of 

the College are well co-ordinated under the 
Association which now controls all the games and 
runs the Annual sports in the College. 

10 Social Section.— Arranged for a grand At Home after 

the Annual Prize Distribution Function and pro- 
vided comfortable seating arrangements and other 
facilities during the local Nauchandi Fair. 

11 Freshers' Union Weekly meetings were held in 

which topical subjects were discussed and interest- 
ing satires were read. The house was newly 
organised on a party system each party in turn 
leading the House for the day. This made the 
debates lively and systematic. 
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12. Old Bo i/s Association • It carried on various social 

and athletic activities and throughout maintained 
an Intimate contact with the present generation 
of the college staff and students. 

13. Professors' Academy It continued to serve as a 

platform for discussion of topics of academic 
uiterest, as also a means of promoting social life 
among the professors.

It. Commerce Association : It arranged for lectures on 
Commercial subjects by eminent businessmen and 
economists. 

15. Histoncal Society About four History students 
with one Professor went on a tour to several places 
of Historical and Archaeological interest. 

Residence of Students.— This year there were three Hindu 
Hostels— the Old House, the New House, and the New Blocks, 
with a total accommodating capacity of 250 and one Mohammadan 
Hostel accommodating tu all 70 boarders. 

Generally the Hostels are run by the students themselves. 
Hostels are split up into wards and ever}' ward has a Monitor and 
every Hostel a Senior Momtoi. Monitor and Senior Monitors are 
in charge of general discipline. Cost of living is on the average 
moderate. Special care is taken to see that the messing charges 
do not exceed the normal All the messes are supervised and 
controlled by a Mess Committee of the Hostellers, who draw up 
and enforce a Schedule of rations, and regulaily check the mess 
registers with the result that the messing charges have been con- 
siderably brought down. Ml Hostels have their separate Reading 
Rooms, Debating Societies and Manuscript Magazines. The 
Libraries of all the Hindu Hostels have been combined into a 
Central Library and a \\ hole-time library clerk has been appointed 

Gaines and Physical Training. —The various games -Tennis, 
Volley-ball, Hockey, Cricket and Football were played with 
zeal. 

Medical Inspection.— The College Medical Officer, who is a 
qualified hand, attended the resident students and professors. He 
visited the College almost daily, supervised sanitary arrangements 
and attended to emergent cases. 

A reguLar record of weight of all the students was kept, and 
this cieated a keen competition among them to improve their 
health. 

Discipline —Throughout the year the general tone and dis- 
cipline of the institution remained excellent The authorites paid 
due attention to the intellectual, physical and moral welfare of 
the students, and attempted to inculcate in them the three great 
S’s namely. Self sacrifice. Self-respect, and Self-confidence ; and 
the students in their turn observed due discipline and remained 
mannerly. The work of the staff and the managing bodies was 
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carried on with very great co-operation, mutual goodwill and 
harmony. 

The general and the Academic Tutorial systems both worked 
with considerable success The one was responsible for enforcing 
general discipline among the students and maintaining an intimate 
contact with them, while the other made it possible for the pro- 
fessors to pay individual attention to the woik of the students in 
their subjects.

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5 -INDORE CHRISTIAN COLLEGE, INDORE. 


This institution is maintained and controlled by the Central 
India Mission of the United Church of Canada It was opened 
m 1884 as a High School, and became affiliated with the 
University of Calcutta to the Intermediate standard in 1888, 
and the B A m 18ii3 Coming m 1*104 under the jurisdiction 
of the University of Allahabad, it was affiliated in Arts to the 
B. A. standard in 1905, and to the JU. A in Philosophy in 
1910. 

Until October 1915, the College was known as the Canadian 
Mission College, but in that year its name was changed, and it 
has since been known as the Indore Christian College. 

The Mission Council of the Central India Mission of the 
United Church of Canada is the Governing Board of the College, 
but, for all purposes of internal administration, the Governing 
Board delegates, its authority to the Local Board which consists 
of (a) the Principal and Vice Principal ex-officio, (b) two 
elected representatives of the Mission Council who are not 
members of the College staff, (o) three elected representatives 
of the College staff, (d) one representative of the Indian 
Church. The Board has power to co-opt two other members. 
The Principal of the College is Chairman and Executive Officer 
of the Board. The Board appoints its own Secretary and 
Treasurer The Board deals with all matters of policy, maintains 
buildingB, makes appointments to the staff, and controls the 
finances of the institution. 

In addition to the Local Board there is the Faculty which 
consists of all the senior teaching members of the staff. It con- 
cerns Itself with the more strictly academic side of the mstitu- 
tionV life and deals with such questions as preparation of time 
tables, examinations, promotions, discipline, etc , 

Most of the class-rooms, the library, the offices, and the 
retiring-rooms for lady students are located in the main building. 
It also contains the Branson Hall, a fine assembly room capable 
of seating about 45o persons, and a suite of rooms used as a 
residence by the Vice-Principal In the building formerly 
occupied by the Indore Christian Collegiate School, which is 
m the same compound, there are quarters for the Hostel 
Warden, recreation rooms, hostel rooms, a sick-room and several 
class-rooms. 

In the same compound there are the Hostels with a resident 
Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent. Altogether about 
125 students can be accommodated m the Hostels. The charge 
for rooms is as follows: — 

Single furnished room, Rs. 3 per month. 

Double furnished room, Rs. 2 per month for each occupant. 

A fully qualified doctor visits the Hostels regularly and 
looks after the physical well-being of the students. He also 
makes a physical examination of all students and advises where 
treatment is needed. 
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All Hostel students are required to join one of the Hostel 
messes, where food is supplied at from Rs. 10 to Rs. 13 per 
month

The Library is a large well-lighted room provided with 
good facilities for study The books are catalogued according 
to the Dewey Decimal System There are about 7,000 volumes 
in the Library. There ip a full-time Librarian, and_the Library 
is open to students for six and a half hours each day. 
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The College has no regular endowments, but is able never- 
theless from gifts and other sources, to present prizes in 
General Proficiency on the results of the work of each session 
A certain number of freeships are also granted to poor and 
deserving students. 

Two term examinations are held during the year, and 
promotions to the 2nd and 4th years are made on the basis of 
these and a final examination held at the end of the session In 
making promotions term work counts for fiO% and the final 
examination for 50%. 

There is a regulaily appointed Superintendent of Games, and 
the athletic activities of the students are managed by a students’ 
committee with a member of the staff as President Hockey, 
Football, Cricket, Volleyball. Tennis, Badminton and Ping- 
Pong are all played. Practically all hostel students take 
part in games This is true also of a large number of the day 
students. 

Other organizations maintained by the students are an English 
Debating Society, the Chandrika Society (Hindi), the Taruna 
Manarathtra Mandal (Marathi), an Urdu Society, a Sanskrit 
Society and a Dramatic Association. 

The Students’ Helping Fund is an organization to which 
each student has to pay one rupee a session. The money so 
raised, supplemented by proceeds of dramas, etc., is distributed 
to poor students. 

A magazine, known as “ The Bulletin of the Indore Christian 
College ” is published twice during the session. It has both 
Engli-.li and vernacular sections A manuscupt Hostel Magazine 
is aUo published, and there are Hindi and Marathi manuscript 
journals. 

During the session of 1935-36 there were in attendance 56 in 
the Third Year and 6 1 in the Fourth Year.

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6.— HOLKAR COLLLGE, INDORE. 

Holkar College was founded in 1891 and is maintained by 
the Goi eminent of His Highness the Maharaja Holkar. Ori- 
ginally it was alhliated to the University of Calcutta, and since 
the le-organisation of Indian Universities in 1905, to the Univer- 
sity of Allahabad In 1927 it was transferred to the newly 
constituted University of Agra. At lirst it taught only up to 
the B A standard. In 1906 it also started teaching up to the 
B Sc standard In 1 927 it started M A classes in English and 
Economics. In 1928 it started LL.B. classes. In 1931 it started 
AI Sc. classes in Chemistry 

The authorities of the College consist of the Darbar of Holkai 
State and it is directly under the Minister in charge of Educa- 
tion The internal management is in the hands of the Principal, 
who is responsible to the Minister for the good administration 
of the College The Piincipal is assisted by a Staff Couneil 
consisting of all teaching members of the staff, and Faculties 
of Arts, Science, and Law, which are subordinate to the Staff 
Council. The Staff Council is presided over by the Principal 
and the three Faculties by their respective Deans. Academic 
matters are managed by the Faculties The Staff Council 
also appoints the following Standing Committees s (1) a Library 
Committee, and (2) a Results Committee, the former for 
making recommendations regaidmg matters concerning the 
Library and the latter for scrutinising the results of the terminal 
examinations of the College m the light of the iuIos framed 
by the Staff Council There is a Staff Club for the promotion 
of social intercourse among the members of the Staff 

A Representative Body, consisting of about 50 students, 
elected by the various classes, helps the Principal m the organi- 
sations of social and athletic activities and the maintenance of 
discipline in the College. It is the constitutional link between 
the students and the College administration, aiming at their 
harmonious working, and keeping them generally informed 
about each other’s aims and ideas. Being run on the lines of 
self-governing institutions, it further provides the student* a 
lesson m practical life and trains them to be useful members of 
the society in future. 

About a mile away from the city and a half mile from the 
Civil Areas the College buildings stand on an open space on 
the Agra-Bombay Road They consist of the main College 
building flanked on one side by the Science Laboratories. There 
are four blocks of Hostels with the quarters of the Resident 
Superintendent who is a senior Professor, and of the Gymnastic 
Instructor. The Principal lives near the College as also another 
professor.

In the Ter- 
minal Examinations of the College, a compulsory paper is set 
in General Knowledge for each of the undergraduate classes. 

Effective tutorial instruction is provided for in three of the 
Arts subjects and in all the Science subjects and the teaching 
staff has been increased in English for this purpose.

The Library is in charge of a Professor, who works in accord- 
ance with the general direction of the Principal. The books 
are classified on the lines of Dewey System, and catalogued 
by the card-index method in two cabinets, one subject-wise and 
the other author- wise. The Library 'has some special sections, 
such as (I) the Desai Vernacular Library which is managed by 
the Gymkhana, (2) the Poor Students’ Library, (3) Chemistry 
Departmental Library, and (4) Economics Seminar Library. 
The Library is checked twice every session in October and in 
April, and in the latter month a complete stocktaking is held. 

There is Reading Room, which is fully equipped with a large 
number of foreign periodicals and Indian magazines and news- 
papers of English and the vernaculars, such as Kindi, Marathi 
and Urdu.

Physios Laboratory.— Tfie Laboratory and the lecture room 
are housed in a separate building which consists of two storeys 
The laboratory consists of two working rooms and a dark room 
for experiments in spectroscopy, galvanometers and optical 
benches, etc. Adjoining the lecture room is a demonstration 
room The dark room can accommodate 6 students at a time 
and the two other working rooms can accommodate 25 students 

Chemistry Laboratory. — The laboratory is housed in a two- 
storeyed building. On the ground floor are ( l) a practical room 
with working benches for 24 students, (2) another practical 
room with working space for 8 students, (3) a balance room for- 
Intermediate students, (4) a balance room for B Sc students, 
(5) a room for combustion, distillation, etc. as part of advanced 
work and (6) a professor’s room with two working benches. 
On the first floor are (1) a lecture room, (2) another practical- 
room, (3) Library room, and (4) a store room. 

The College hus secured a petrol ges plant which will meet 
the increasing demand on gas. which is at present being geper 
ated by two Mansfield’s oil gas plants. This plant is housed in 
a separate shed adjoining the gas house.

The College Cyrokhana is conducted by the students under 
the general supeivision and control of the Principal. It spends 
about Rs. 9.0UD a year. The departments under the Gymkhana 
are: Reading Room, Vernacular Library, Debates, Literary 
Society, Poor Students’ Library, Co-operative Society, Scout- 
ing, Games, Gymnasium and Indian Akhada, Magazine, Uldu- 
Ba/am-i-Adab, Dramatic and Musical Associations, 

There are four blocks of hostels within the College pre- 
mises directly under the supervision and control of the Super- 
intendent. They accommodate about 80 boarders. One mess- 
ing club is run under the control of the Superintendent and the 
boarders are allowed to run their own messing clubs if they 
like. The College charges Rs S/8 per month for each room 
and its furniture, and the actual amount for the electric current 
consumed by the hostels. The messing charge varies according 
to the expenditure and is between Rs. 10 and Rs IS 

The Superintendent is in charge of discipline and mainten- 
ance of order in the hostels. He is helped by four prefects 
who are senior students appointed by him The Superintendent 
personally takes the roll call every evening at 8-10 p. m., when 
all the boarders must be present except those on leave. 

The College provides regular games m tennis, football, vol- 
ley-ball, hockey, cricket, carrom, pmg-pong, and chess All 
under graduate students have to play compulsorily on the 
College grounds one of the team-games, such as football volley- 
ball, cricket and hockey thrice a week under the supervision 
of a member of the staff. Those who are in the first and second 
elevens play every day. Besides tennis is played regularly in 
the College. Two tournaments are annually held and large 
nuniber of prizes given away Students of the College also take 
part in outside tournaments, and teams are sent out annually in 
charge of a senior professor, to have experience of games in 
other places. 

Fo* boarders, attendance at the gymnasium is compulsory 
early in the morning. The Senior Assistant Surgeon is paid an 
allowance and visits the College whenever called aud looks 
after the sanitation in the College premises. There is a small 
dispensary m the College which is daily attended by a paid 
compounder. 

Besides the hostels, the College authorities have rented 3 
two-storeyed house in the immediate vicinity of the College 
which accommodates 4'1 students The inmates live under the 
general supervision of the Superintendent of the hostels. 

The general demand for hostel accommodati on is moderate 
os S65 out of 648 students on the roll are subjects of Holkar 
State and the guardians of most of them are residents of 
Indore. 
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The monthly tuition fee 1 ! charged in the College are Rs 7 
for B A classes, Rs. 9 for B Sc and M A classes, Ra 11 for 
M.Sc , Rs. 10 for LL.B Previous and Rs. 12 for Final LL.B. 
class. They are realised quarterly. 

There are four kinds of scholarships awarded in the College 
all out ot State funds. A sum of 11s. 950 is given away as com- 
petitive scholarships on the result of examinations and good con- 
duct About Rs. i, SOD is annually spent as Educational Uplift 
Scholarships to backward classes. Free studentship is allowed 
up to a maximum of 10 per cent of the number of students m 
the College. No free studentship and merit scholarships are 
available for post-graduate study In each of the undergraduate 
classes the student who obtains the highest number of marks 
m all the College examinations in the two years’ couise in any 
subject is u,warded a prize for each subject in each course of 
study An essay writing competition is held annually and two 
prizes, one for the student of the Intermediate classes, and the 
other for those of the B. A. and B. Sc classes, are given to the 
two best candidates A medal called the Maharaja Shivaji 
Rao Medal is awarded to the senior B.A. or B Sc student who 
is considered to be the best all-round student in the College. 
A gold medal called Kedareshwar Medal presented by the late 
Mr. K. B. Sen Roy in memory of his son is awarded tothe stnden 
who stands first from the College at the B A Examination andt 
reads for the M. A. course Two prizes known as Cholmondeley 
Frizes are awarded to the students who stand first in the B.A. 
and the Intermediate Examinations from the College and an- 
other prize called Cholmondeley Prize is also awarded to the 
best all-iuund sportsman of the session Six scholarships, of 
Rs 5 each known as Col Tara Singh Scholarships, are awarded

— Xo addttion to the teaching staff was made during 
the year. Messrs. Autar Singh Upla, M. A., B. Cora., and Satya 
Narain Pande, M A , were, however, appointed part-time lec- 
turers in Commerce and Hindi respectively to supplement the 
work of the permanent staff during the year 193.5-36. 

Games and Sports. — Prof L. C. Tandon continued to be 
mcharge of the College Games and Sports. The students of 
the co lege took part in the various tournaments — University 
and Inter-collegiate — and won several positions and medals 
Boating in the college is a special feature of this institution 
The pavilion whose construction began last year was completed 
during this year and well furnished. Students are daily seen 
taking various kinds of physical excercises in the evening at 
tho College Pavilion which has, in fact, become the centre ol 
the atheletic activities of the college. The work of improving 
the college playgrounds has been taken in hand and it is 
expected that we shall be able to add to the number of ex- 
isting palygrounds before long.

Warden who worked under the guidance of the Principal who 
resides in the College compound and visits the Hostels very 
often. Dr. N. Man Singh, M.B., B.S., Medical Officer of Health 
of the College continued to be incharge of the College Dispen- 
sary' which is being run in the hostel for the benefit of the 
hostellers. It is gratifying to note that the health of the 
students during the period under report has been excellent. 
There has been addition to the indoor games provided in the 
Common Room of the Hostels The special feature of the 
year has been the holding of a tournament of the indoor games 
In the Hostel by the hostellers.

Library and Museum. — Our Library has grown very big 
and there is hardly any place left in it for the location of any 
more almuahs in it.

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History of the College. —This College had its origin m a 
Government School which was established m Bareilly in 1837, 
and in 1850 was raised to the status of a Government College. 
During the mutiny of 1857, the buildings were badly damaged 
and the College was re-opened In 1853 In 1876, the College 
was abolished, but was re-opened in 1883 in the form of College 
classes attached to the Bareilly High School Its existence was 
again threatened in 1802, but a fresh endowment raised by 
subscriptions and supplemented by liberal grants from Govern- 
ment enabled the College to become an independent institution. 

In 1906. it was transferred to the present buildings which were 
erected on a site presented by His Highness the Late Nawab of 
Rampur and opened on 17th July 1906, by Sir James John 
Digges LaToucbe, KCSI., Lieutenant-Governor of the United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

The College was affiliated to the University of Calcutta until 
1887, and to the University of Allahabad until 19-27, when it 
passed under the jurisdiction of the newly Incorporated Univer- 
sity of Agra. 

Throughout its long history, this college has received 
generous assistance, not only from Government, but also from 
public-spirited people of Rohilkhand, Kumaon and other parts of 
India. Among the original subscribers to the College Fund 
were the Most Hon’ble the Marquis of Ripon, K. G., A. O. 
Hume, Esqr., H. H. the Maharaja of I arbhanga, His Highness 
the Nawab of Rampur, Raja Madhava Rao Venayak Peshwa 
Raja Kalku Prasad Misra, Raja Jai Kissen Dass, C.S.I., of 
Moradabad, Raja Jagat Singh of Jaipur, Muushi Nev.ul Kishore 
C.I.E., of Lucknow, Maharam Swaromayee C 1. of Kasim 
Bazar, Murshidabad, and others. When the College was moved 
to its present site, the Endowment Fund was increased and hand- 
some donations were received from Raja Kishan Kumar of 
Moradabad, Rai Sheo Bakhsh Rai Bahadur of Lakhimpur Kheri- 
Oudh, and Ram Naraini Kuer of Amroha. In 1928, Srimali 
Ganga Devi and Sharma Devi Sahibas generously contributed 
Rs. 20,000 for the erection of the Bnj Mohan Lai Memorial 
Science Block. In 19SU-3I, Rani Mahalakahmi Bai of Lakhna 
Etawah, Lt Raja Kali Charan Misra, and Khan Bahadur Sirdar 
Mohammad Rahimdad Khan of Bareilly and others made a 
liberal contribution towards the construction of the New Block. 

Constitution — The general control of the College is vested 
in a Board of Control, having the Commissioner oftlieRohil- 
lchand Division as President and consisting of 50 members, 5 of 
whom are ex-officio and the re-t drawn from among the noble- 
men and gentlemen of the Division who have subscribed not lesS 
than Rs 100 to the College Fund. The Executive Management 
is in the hands of a Managing Committee of 15 members, 3 of 
whom are ex officio, and the rest elected from the Board of 
Control for a term of three years 

Financial position — The financial position of the College, 
due to the geneious Government grant, is stable. The Endow- 
ment Fund now amounts to Rs. 2,98,500 and the Permanent 
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Schulaislmis, Medals and Pilzes Fund to Rs 17,100. The main 
source-, of income are.

Libraiy.— The College has a well equipped Library contain- 
ing moie than 10,000 Volumes In 1935-36, the sum of 
Rs.-JUH-o-S, was spent on the purchase of new books and ]ournals. 
The Libraiy has been le-catalogued according to the modified 
Dewey Decimal System. 

Laboratories — The Physics and Chemistry Laboratories are 
well-equipped and afford ample accommodation. The annual 
expenditure is jver Rs. 2,500 In each laboratory there is 
sufficient bench accommodation for 32 Intermediate and 30 B Sc 
students to work at a time 

Magazine — The College Magazine has been remodelled and 
is now published thrice in each session. Its aim is to reflect the 
life of the College. A member of the Staff is Editor-iu-Chief 
and he is assisted by an Editorial Board of teachers and a 
student Editor, 

Associations — The Academic Council consists of Senior 
members of the Staff It discusses topics of academic and 
administrative interest to the institution and acts as an Advisory 
Board to the Principal. The students of the College aie learning 
valuable lessons m organization and responsibility by running 
-ucieties nnd to nn increasing extent by managing their ov n 
affairs The following societies function satisfactonly — The 
English, Scientific, Economics, Philosophical and the Histoucal 
Societies, the Law Association, the Hindi Piacharmi Sabha, the 
Anjuman Tarraqi-e-Urdu and the College Union In 1935-86, 
the College Union staged a play in aid of the Poor Student’s 
Fund and a profit of over Rs. 400 was made. It conducts 
College and Divisional Debates, and sends out representatives to 
compete in Inter-Collegiate Debates. Under the auspices, a 
Social Service League has been formed which is doing useful 
work in running night classes for poor boys of the vicinity, for 
conducting" First Aid to the Injured’’ classes, maintaining an 
Infirmary Section, forming a Unit of St John Ambulance- 
Brigade and undertaking the rural uplift scheme for the better- 
ment of village life. Its S. P C A. work has not been very 
encouraging. The Old Boys’ Association with a membership of 
over 200 is in a flourishing condition. 

Hostel. — The College Hostel consists of both single and 
double rooms, a Common Room, and a Mohammedan Dining 
Room, and has accommodation for 80 students. A Mohammedan 
contractor caters for Mohammadan students, at the rate of Rs 12 
per mensem for each student, while Hindu students make their 
own messing arrangements the Hostel providing utensils, as fai 
as possible Every provision is made for separate messes for 
members of different castes. The messing charges vary from 
Rs. 10 to Rs. 12. Since 1934-35, several Moslem Boarders have 
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formed a mess of their own which is rather economical but not 
very steady in existence. 

The Hostel is under the personal charge of a Resident 
Warden, assisted by two monitors, and under the direct supervi- 
sion of the Principal The general health of the Hostel has been 
good and the discipline maintained has been satisfactory. A. 
qualified medical officer visits the Hostel daily. 

Games — The College has three ploying fields, for Hockey, 
Cucket and Football, nine haid and four glass tennis comts, all 
in the College compound The management of games is in the 
hands of a member of the staff and considerable interest is token 
in Hockey, Football, Cucket, Volley-ball, Tennis and Bcdmuiton. 
Games are compuhoiy foi first and Thud Y< ar students and 
Hostellers. An open air Gymnasium has been constructed. The 
Staff Club, where Members of the staff meet for lecreation 
after Tennis, Badminton and Volley-ball n> in a veiy flourishing 
condition. The College has been anxious to laise a platoon of 
the University Training Corps, and information has been received 
that the formation of a platoon at Bareilly College has been 
included in the re-orgamzation scheme of the IT T. C. which 
cannot be sanctioned at piesent owing to lack of fund* 

Medical Inspection — All the Hostellers and the mess 
servants are examined thrice in the j ear by the Medical Officer 
attached to the Hostel and a regular register is maintained

12.— ST. ANDREW’S COLLEGE, GORAKHPUR. 


Foundation and History oi the College: The College was 
founded by the Church Missionary Society in 1899, and the first 
classes (for Intermediate students) were held in a building near 
the site occupied by the St Andrew’s School. The College was 
moved to its present site in 191 4 by Dr. Garfield Williams, now 
Dean of Manchester, who was then Principal of the College, and 
who raised the College to the B. A. standard. The Science block 
and the Hostel were added during the Principalship of the Revd. 
A. C. Pelly (1916-34). 
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On Maj 1st 1931, the Church Missionary Society handed over 
the management of the College to the National Mis lonary 
Society of India, at a nominal rent, in the first place for an expe- 
rimental period of 3 years 

Management : The College is at present under the manage- 
ment of a Governing Body appointed by the National Missionary 
Society of India which also appoints the Principal. The Gover- 
ning Body consists of 17 members, and includes educationalists, 
local residents of Gorakhpur and members of the teaching staff, and 
comprises both Christians and non-Christians. This body meets 
at least once a year, and considers and passes the budget. Its 
proceedings are reported to the National Missionary Society. 

The Principal has authority to make and terminate appoint- 
ments to the staff, subject to the confirmation by the Governing 
Body. 

Staff : During the first two years after the taking over the 
College by the National Missionary Society, the majority of the 
old members of the staff were retained provisionally, until May 
1936; and the present Governing Body has now resolved that all 
the members of the staff who held permanent appointments under 
the Church Missionary Society will be confirmed under perma- 
nent agreements with effect from July 193b. The old Provident 
Fund of the teaching staff, which had been formed under the 
C. M. S., has been continued by N. M. S., under the same rules 
Each member contributes at the rate of -III- m the rupee, and 
the College contributes at the same rate. 

There are no Leave Rules; each case is considered on its own 
merits.

College Reserve Fund, which stands at present (July 
1936} at Rs 6,689, and is placed on fixed deposit and 
current account w.th the Allahabad Bank.

This 
fund also is placed with the Allahabad Bank. 


During the past year the College received Rs. 35,608 from 
fees and other private sources, and Rs. 29,210 from grants from 
the Government 


Site, Building etc The College stands in a large plot of 
ground m the Notified Area, centrally situated near the Post and 
Telegraph Office At one end is the English Church and next to 
it the Principal s bungalow . At the other end is the Arts College 
flanked on one side by the hall, on the other by the Science 
Laboratories. Between the college and the Principal’s Bungalow 
is ample room for several playing fields, but space is actually 
available for one Hockey field only, the arrangement of several 
existing bungalows breaking up the otherwise available space. 
The presence of these bungalows, however makes it possible for 
almost half the members of the staff to live actually in the college

The buildings aie well-suited for a small college The labo- 
ratories for Intermediate Physics, Chemistry and Biology are 
excellently designed, and could, with very little extra cost, be 
made available for B. Sc work 

The libraiy, which is on the upper floor, is surrounded by 6 
small rooms which are designed for tutorial work, the intention 
being that the teacher should keep the books in his own subject 
iii his class-room and also have immediate access to the main 

There is a staff room, and a special room set apart for the use 
of the Union Society 

The Hostel was enlarged in 1935, and now accommodates 3ff 
students and has quarters for the Resident Warden and Sub- 
Warden, and a large Common Room. Three of the rooms are 
three-seated, and the remainder single-seated. The kitchens and 
bathrooms were built in i933, and are exceptionally well appo- 
inted. 

Electric Light was installed in the Hostel in June 193S 

Students: (i) College Societies. There is a College Union 
Society for promoting debates, social service, reading roam and 
other social activities. All the students are members of the 
Union Society 

There are also informal associations in connection with Science 
Literature Sanskrit, Philosophy, etc. 

fii) The College Athletics are under the supervision of four 
members of the staff, and as far as possible all students are encour- 
aged to take part in the games, or physical training. The play- 
ing held, tennis courts, etc , on the College compound enable all 
the students who desire to take part in games to do so daily. 

ftu) Medical inspection. The local health officer inspects the 
College once a term and gives advice to the students as to care 
of eyes, teeth, etc 

(in) The Hostel is under the management of the Warden, 
with the assistance of the Sub-warden. 

(v) Supervision of day students. All the Intermediate stu- 
dents are divided into small groups for tutorial work in English 
and the tutors-in-charge of these groups are asked to make them, 
selves acquainted as far as possible with the personal needs of 
the students in their group. 

Administration: There are two office clerks and one Library 
clerk. The registers are kept according to the requirements of 
the Intermediate Board and the University of Agra. A record 
book is kept in whicn notes are made regarding the work of 
each student by the professors and Principal, including references 
to participation m games, social activities, etc. Reports are 
Issued to parents and guardians when any special occasion 
requires.

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13 — CHRIST CHURCH COLLEGE, CAWNPORE. 


History.— This College was founded in 1892 by the late 
Bishop G. H. Westcott, ill A., D D., who became its first 
Principal. College classes were, at the outset, held in the High 
School building in 1896 the College was affiliated to the Uni- 
versity of Allahabad up to the B. A. standard and a separate 
building which became the nucleus of the present College build- 
ing was erected a year later. M A classes were opened in 
1899. The College also maintained law classes for some years. 
In pursuance of the educational policy embodied in the Inter- 
mediate Education Act of 1921, and the Allalabad University 
Act of 1921, the College discontinued its degree classes and 
became an Intermediate College in 1922 When proposals for the 
re-establishment in the Province of an affiliating University 
began to be mooted, the College decided to revert to its former 
status of a combined Degree and Intermediate College Per- 
mission to reopen B. A. classes was obtained from the Allahabad 
University, and in July 1936 a First Year B A. clas-. was 
formed. 


Additions have been made from time to tune to the main 
building. In 1908 a Science Lecture Room and Physical and 
Chemical laboratories were built In 1911 the Reading Room 
was enlarged and converted into a library The College hall 
was enlarged and refurnished in 1916. A Retiring Room for 
women students was provided, in 1931, and a Common Room for 
men students w&9 built in 1934. 


Management, etc.— The College is under the general control 
of the Lucknow Diocesan Board of Missions and a Governing 
Body, of which the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop of Lucknow 
is ex-oficio Chairman. The expenses of the College are met from 
fees, Government grant and contributions made by the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel The total recurring expendi- 
ture estimated for 1935-36 is Rs. 87,014. 


Instruction. — The College is recognised lor the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts and Science by the Board of High School 
and Intermediate Education, U. P , and affiliated to the Uni- 
versity of Agra up to the B. A. standard, up to the M. A. and 
M. Sc. standards in Mathematics and up to the M. A standaid in 
Political Science. For the B A. Examination instruction is 
given in English, Philosophy, History, Economics, Mathematics, 
Political Science, Hindi and Persian. Care is taken not to let 
the classes grow too big, for a special point is made in this 
College of allowing individual attention and great importance is 
attached to written work. Upon entering College every student 
is assigned to the special care of a member of the staff who acts 
as his tutor and guide. Every class up to the B A. standard is 
given the benefit of reading at least some English with an Eng- 
lish member of the staff.

petent member of the staff, and a gymnasium has been provided 

Literary and Social Activities.— The College Institute 
organises the social side of College life All present members of 
the College and such old students as like to join are members of 
the Institute. An Annual Dinner and occasional social g therings 
are arranged by the Institute 

Fortnightly debates are held under the auspices of the College 
Parliament which provides students with a training ground in the 
art of Public Speaking. 
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The Historical and Economic Society encourages the study of 
sociological subjects, while the study and development of the 
Vernaculars is promoted by the Buzm-i-Urdu and the Hindi 
Sahitya Paushad Theie is also a Mathematical Society. 

Prizes and Scholarships. — Prizes foi general good work are 
au arded in each class annually. There are endowments for the 
award of a Persian Prize and an Athletic Championship Cup. 
Sis scholarships of the total value of about Rs. AO per month are 
awaided to poor and meritorious students at the discretion of the 
Principal 

Examination Results -Forty-five candidates appeared at 
the B A Exam nation m 1435. Of these thirty-two passed, 
sixteen being placed in the Second Division. Thiee students were 
awarded University Scholarships, standing 4th, lith and 7th in the 
University. One of the latter was also awarded the University 
Gold Medal for scoring the largest numbei of marks m English. 

In the M. A. Previous Examination in Political Science nine 
candidates appeared and eight passed, and in the Final M. A 
Examination in this subject two candidates apoeaied and one 
passed.

Tutorial Instruction.— In addition to the usual class 
lectures, tutorial direction and instruction is imparted to indivi- 
dual students once a week Lecture notes taken down in the 
class, essay and other composition work, analysis of books done 
at home, and questions set in monthly tests to every student are 
inspected, corrected and assessed by every Reader m his subject. 

Athletic and Social Activities —Students are required to 
puta minimum of 75% attendance for the days games are 
played The College provides facilities'for Football, Volley- 
ball, Hockey, Athletic Sports, Tennis, Basket Ball and Badminton 
( for girl students only). 

There is an up-to-date Gymnasium where gymnastic and 
callisthenics exercises are given under the supervision of a 
qualified Physical Instructor. 

Literary debates in Hindi and English are regularly held 
There is an Historical Society and study circles for promoting 
interest in current problems of Politics, Economics, Religion and 
Literary and Scientific topics of every day interest 

There is a Music Club to give training in the arts of vocal 
and instrumental music to Amatems. 

A college excursion and a common dinner are held every 
year. The College Annual day is celebrated by having inter- 
cla'S sports, dramatic performances and a social gathering in 
which the Old Boys and the guardians of the students 
participate. 

The College magazine is published twice every year.

Management — The College had its beginning in an Agri- 
cultural School established by the Government in early nineties 
at Cawnpore for the training of Kanungoes under the Department 
of Revenue, U. P In 1906 the school course of two years was 
elaborated into a Diploma course for 3 years and the school was 
raised to the status of a College This constitutes the first step 
in the evolution of the present Degree College. 

From 1906 to ) 913 the College Diploma was a qualification 
for entry into the Subordinate Service of the Agricultural 
Department and the grade of Supervisor Kanungoes under the 
Revenue Department. In the autumn of the latter year a 
separate school "as started at Hardoi for the training of Kanun- 
goes and the College was reorganised on the lines of educational 
institutions with the Principal as the Chief administrator and 
disciplinary officer. The management was vested in a Governing 
Body consisting of public men and Government officials with the 
Director of Agriculture as its Chairman. 

Since then the College ran two courses, a junior Vernaculai 
course of two years mainly for the sons of zaraind rs and a 
Diploma course of 4 years, after High School examination, as 
the main course The affiliation of the College to the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, U. P. in 1925 for the 
Intermediate Examination at the end of the second year of the 
Diploma Course marks the next step in the history of the 
College. Then in April 1936 came affiliation with the Agra 
University. The responsibility for the junior Vernacular course 
passed over to the Agricultural Schools at Bulandshahr and 
Gorakhpur. 

The reorganization of 1932 embodied in Government Resolu- 
tion No. 113 -A, dated July 23, 1932, marks the final step so far 
in the evolution of the College The management and control 
of the educational work has been unified The College now 
consists of 4 sub-sections : — 

(1) Section of Agricultwe dealing with Agriculture, 
including Horticulture, Agricultural Engineering, 
Dairying and Animal Husbandry ; 
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(2 ) Section of Affiiaullural Botany, dealing with Botany 

and Want Pathology ; 

(3) Section of Agucultuiul Zoology, dealing with Zoo- 

logy, Entomology and Veterinary Science ; 

I W Section of Ocneial Science, dealing with Chemistry, 

Physics and Mathematics 

The total area of the College estate is a little under one 
square mile including instructional farm, gardens, playgrounds, 
etc The buildings include spacious laboratories and lecture 
theatres, a large double storied library, staff quarters. College 
hostels, dairy and farm buildings. The main area of the College 
and surroundings is situated outside Municipal limits, 6i nules 
from the Cawnpore Cential Station. 

The College is financed by the U. P. Gavernment.

Scholarships and Freeships.— A certain number of stipends 
and remission of fees tenable for the whole course are available 
and are awarded in consideration of students' circumstances 

These stipends may be withdrawn if the conduct or work of 
the holder is reported on unfavourably. They are definitely for 
students who are unable to support themselves. Before such are 
granted, clear evidence of the applicant’s inability to support 
himself at the College will be required. 

In addition, there are a certain number of merit scholarships 
of Rs. 12 and Rs. 6 per mensem awarded to the students on 
merit as judged by the results of the Annual examination.

Admission of Non-U. P. Students.— Rules for the 
admission of students not-domlciled in the United Provinces, to 
the Agricultural College, Cawnpore. 

1. Applications will be considered subject to there being 
vacancies and only on the recommendation of the local Govern- 
ment or Political Agent concerned in the case of students nomi- 
nated bv the local Government or an Indian State respec- 
tively. 


3. In the case of students coming at their own expense 
suitable recommendations from parsons of influence or official 
status should accompany the application. 

3. A fee of Rs 1,000 per annum will be charged for each 
student nominated by the local Government or by an Indian 
State and of Rs. 500 per annum from a student not domiciled in 
the United Provinces, who is admitted on his own application. 

4 The above fees will include only charges for tuition, but 
Students’ Union charge (at Rs 3-8-0 per mensem) for athletic 
and social activities of the College and hostel rent will be 
separate charges. 

5. Before admission, a deposit must be made by, or on 
behalf of the student, of a sum sufficient to cover (») subsistence 
costs for a period of ten months, (it) caution money which will 
be returned when the student leaves College finally after deduc- 
tion of outstanding dues. The subsistence cost deposited by, or 
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on behalf of a student will be paid to him in monthly instal- 
ments At the close of a session, should the student continue 
his course at the College, the above deposits must be paid prior

Admission.— Applications for admission will be received 
direct by the Principal or through the Officer-in-charge of the 
Circle in which the applicant resides Applications should be 
made on the prescribed form which can be obtained by applying 
to the Principal. The session commences in July and applica- 
tions should normally be mode as soon as possible after Maich 11, 
previous, This applies also to candidates for the degree course 
who are appearing for the School Leaving Certificate m the 
year of application. Applications should be accompanied by 
certificates of character from influential persons having personal 
knowledge of the applicant 

Educational qualifications for admission.— The qualifica- 
tions for admission to the Degree course is the same as for other 
Degrees of Universities in the United Provinces 

Students must pass the Intermediate Examination in Agri- 
culture of the Board of High School and Intermediate Educa- 
tion before they are admitted to the 3rd year class of the 
College, or must have passed the Intermediate Examination of 
the Board of High School and Intermediate Education or of a 
University with Chemistry and Biology prior to direct admis- 
sion to the second year of the Intermediate course of the Agri- 
cultural College. 

Prospects.— The courses are mainly designed to assist mem- 
bers of the Agricultural community who will return to manage 
their own estates. In the case of larger landholders whose 
means are such that they are not directly dependent on their 
own exertions, the Degree Course offers in addition, a sound 
education designed to give the student an interest in his own 
property and its improvement. 

Prospects of Graduates.— Possession of the Degree of 
B. Sc., in Agriculture qualifies for entry into the Subordinate 
Agricultural service at a starting pay of Rs. 80 per mensem. 
Appointments to posts in the Subordinate Agricultural Service 
are made by the Director of Agriculture United Provinces, who 
is guided by the results in the final examination. 

Occasionally chances of appointment for passed students 
occur m the Court of Wards, Co-operative Banks, the Revenue 
and Irrigation Departments, Native States and on private

History of the College.— The College was started as an 
Intermediate College affiliated to the U. P Board in July 192a. 
Degree classes were started in July 193,5, and the College 
affiliated to the Agra University 

The College is financed and managed by the Bikaner Durbar, 
and tuition is given free to all students. At present the College 
is located temporarily in the Dewan Sahib’s Bungalow, pending 
its removal to the spacious Dungar College building, tempora- 
rily occupied by the Sadul High School.

Library. — AVith the new Degree College, a practically new 
Library has been started with only 513 volumes taken over from 
the library of the old Intermediate College. The College has 
spent, between July 19 15 to June 1916, a sum of Us 4, SCO on 
the Library and at present the number of books in the College 
Library is 1580 volumes 

Books have been classified according to Dewey Decimal 
system with Cutter’s author number for book mark The 
catalogue has been prepared on cards. The cards have been 
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arranged in a Cabinet in two sets. The first set is the author 
' catalogue arranged according to the subject; in the second set 
the title and subject cards have been arranged alphabetically 
just like a dictionary. The ledger charging system is being 
followed, as this has been found suitable for the College 
Libraries Besides the Library there is an up-to-date Reading 
Room for the students, where a variety of dailies, weeklies and 
monthlies are placed on the table for the benefit of the 


Tutorial classes. — In addition to the usual class-work 
regular tutonal classes have been started, and effort is made to 
see that every student receives individual attention at the hands 
of his Professors 

Athletic and Social activities. — Attendance at Games is 
compulsory. The College maintains a Physical Instructor; and 
a Non-Commissioned Officer from the Army trains batches of 
students in Physical Training and Drill The College provides 
facilities for Foot-ball, Volley-ball, Hockey, Tennis and Athletic 
Sports. 

The College Union is incharge of students’ debates and 
organises various social activities, excursions, occasional dinners 


The College Magazine has also been started and at present 
only one issue a year has been brought out. In the near future 
two issues will be published every year. 

Medical Inspection.— The State Medical Department con- 
ducts a medical examination every year of all students. The 
result is reported to the guardians and to the Director of 
Education. 

Hostel.— There is a Hostel attached to the College. The 
number of students in residence this year is 37. 

Scholarships. — Along with free Collegiate Education the 
Bikaner Durbar has sanctioned four merit scholarships to be 
awarded to students for general proficiency, on the result of the 
Board Examination; and twenty poverty scholarships, five for 
each class of the total value of Rs. 840 a year. The total value 
of both is Rs. 1,200 a year.

(1).- KAYASTH HOSTEL, AGRA. 

The Kayasth Hostel, Agra, owes its existence to the energetic 
efforts of a small band of students who, realising the difficulties 
of outside students who come to Agra for the purpose of study, 
brought the necessity of constructing a hostel at Agra to the 
notice of the Kayasth Students’ Association, Agra. Toe ptoposal 
received a good deal of encouragement from the members of the 
community, and was successfully moved in the Kayasth Conlei- 
ence held at Farrukhabad m 1921 From 1928 omvrrds it began 
to take a definite shape when, thanks to the selfless devotion of 
Mr. Ashrafi Lai, Pleader, and the kind generosity of Agra College 
Managing Committee, a suitable plot of land adjoining the hostels 
was obtained from the Agra College. The work of construction 
was commenced on 1st March, 1923, on which date the late 
Hon’ble Justice Gokul Prasad of Allahabad High Court perform- 
ed the foundation-laying ceremony. 

The plan of the hostel consists of a double storied building of 
SO single-seated rooms, 40 each in two rows, with a big hall in 
the middle connecting the two blocks. Up till now 19 rooms 
have been constructed with the generous help mostly of local 
gentlemen of Agra The Government of U. P. also was pleased 
to contribute Rs. 10,000 towards the cost of the said 19 rooms 

Management . — For purposes of management, a double system 
of Government, very much like that in the Provincial Govern 
ment, has been introduced There is a division between the 
Reserved ( e g., pertaining to discipline, finance, etc. ) and the 
Transferred (e g, pertaining to health, sanitation, education, 
etc ) subjects. The former are managed by the 'Varden and his 
Executive Council, consisting of the ,Sub- Warden and the 
Prefect, and responsible to the Association through the President 
and his managing committee; the latter by the Warden acting 
with the Ministers, (elected bv the House consisting of the 
inmates of the hostel) and responsible to it. The system was 
for the first time introduced by the Warden, Mr B. N. Varma, 
M. A., LL. B., in 1929 with a view to give the students an 
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insight into the working of the present system of provincial 
administration, and preparing them to take up the responsibili- 
ties of a good citizen in later life, but besides its educational 
value, the system has done immense good to the hostel. The 
planting of a small beautiful garden and the electric installation 
in the hostel are the most brilliant results of its manifold 


The hostel is also under the general supervision of the 
Pnncipal, Agra College, who arranges inspection every fort- 
night, and gives his valuable suggestions. The Department of 
Health is under Dr G. N Kapoor, M. B., B S , who takes a 
keen interest in the health of the students and examines them 
periodically 


The donations for the construction of the hostel are raised 
only from people belonging to the ksyasth Community; but it 
it not a sectarian institution in so far as the hostel is open to 
members belonging to all castes and creeds It is affiliated to 
Agra University, and students reading in the lo al colleges 
affiliated to Agra University can be admitted. The examination 
results of the students residing in the hostel have, so far, been 
uniformly good ; and one of the boarders has done credit to the 
hostel by competing successfully at the H. C S Examination 
in 1939. 


(2)— RADHASOAMI EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTE 
HOSTEL (UNIVERSITY BLOCK), 

DAYAL BAGH, AGRA 


The Managing Committee of the R. E I., Dayal Bagh, have 
constructed a block of rooms known as the “ University Block,” 
in the vicinity of their College Hostel for the lesidence of 
University students, it is intended to serve as a hostel for the 
Old Boys of the Institute who after passing their Intermediate 
Examination join the Degree colleges in the City and wish to be 
allowed to enjoy the amenities provided in Dayal Bagh. It is 
in every way a self-contained Hostel and comprises two rows of 
five rooms each, opening into a common corridor The rooms, 
measuring 18' * 13' each are well planned, well ventilated and 
fitted with electric light. 

The “ Block ” is under the charge of a uhole time resident 
Warden, who is a graduate, and is assisted by a Captain selected 
from amongst the post-gradute boarders. Tne boarders enjoy 
all the privileges of the other hostellers of the Institute, and are 
required to live under a rigid discipline, which, while enabling 
them fully and freely to participate in the educational, social 
and athletic activities m their respective colleges imposes upon 
them certain necessary restrictions to ensure the high standard of 
character demanded by the Institute They are required to keep 
strict study hours, to carry out the daily routine fixed by the 
authorities with punctuality and generally to behave in a manner 
that may be an example to their junior fellow students. 
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Theie is a spacious common room available to the boaiders 
which is. well supplied with papers and magazines, and as Old 
Boys they are allowed a free access to the Institute Library and 
to participate in the coiporate intellectual life of the Institute. 

The health of the boarders is looked after by a competent 
Medical Officer ^an Assistant Surgeon), who is assisted by the 
necessary hospital staff, though, thanks to the fine climate, the 
supply of pure milk, butter and ghee from the Institute Dairy, 
and to the spiritual atmosphere and elevating activities of the 
Colony, there is veiy little demand for medical assistance by the 
residents of the “Block ” 


(3)— DIGAiMBAR JAIN BOARDING HOUSE, AGRA. 


The foundation stone of the Digambar building was laid in 
the year 1908 but it began to be used as a Boarding House only in 
1916 when eight rooms were ready. 

At present there are 32 seats. Rooms are all single seated 
with the exception of one which is larger than the others and 
is used as a double seated room They are well ventilated 
and airy and all are fitted with electric light. 

The Boarding house is built on an excellent site on 
the main road leading from the Drummond road to Jumna 
Bridge and has a very large compound to the east and west of 
the building. 

It maintains two tennis courts and has a common room provided 
with indoor games, magazines, newspapers and a small library. 
Provision is also made for football and volley-ball etc There 
is one Jain temple in the centre which is a special feature of 
the hostel. The hostel also provides residential quarters for 
the warden. 

A religious teacher has been engaged to impart religious 
teaching to the students free of charge. 

Room rent i9 Rs, 4 per month and one rupee less is charged 
from evey Jain student (». «. Rs. 3. per month only) Light 
and games charges are extra. They are collected by the 
boarding house but the Fund is managed by a committee of 
Students 

The Hostel is intended principally, but not exclusively for 
Jain students, getting education In any of the colleges at Agra. 

The Boarding bouse has got a Trust consisting of five mem- 
bers. Besides this trust the hostel Is under the management of 
a Governing Body with L. Sunder Lai Jain as its Secretary. Dr. 
Mangal Sen is our medical advisor and also a member of a 
managing committee 

The inmates of the house have been maintaining good 
health and they have shown good results at the various 
examinations. 
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Besides fees, other sources of income are subscriptions and 
donations by the community and the Hostel authorities have to 
spend a good deal of money for the welfare of students A 
garden and lawns are maintained for the sake of good health. 
Plain living and high thinking being the motto of the hostel 
great attention is paid to the every day life of each 
individual boarder and every effort is made to regulate 
their lives in such a way as to make them healthy, intelligent, 
moral, social and religious 


(4)-PATHAK BBINDABAN VEDIC ASHRAM 
(CHOUBEY HOSTEL), AGRA. 


The Pathak Brindaban Vedic Ashram was founded in 1892 
by the late Raja Jai Kishen Das Bahadur, c s- 1. in memory 
of his father 

The management of the hostel was put under the control of 
a Board of Trustees of which Raja Jai Kishan Das was the 
life President. 

After the death of Raja Jai Kishen Das, his son the late 
Raja Parmanand worked as President of the Trust. Since 
January 1924. his grandson Kunwnr Jagdish Prasad, c. s. r., 
c. i E., o. b. e., i. e. s., has been working as the President, 

The hostel is open to the admission of Brahmin students 
preference being given to Chaturvedi Brahmins, Under certain 
conditions non- Brahmin students may also be admitted 

The students residing in the hostel get rooms free of rent 
and several other facilities

2. Such candidates as are unable to present themselves in 
person at the Convocation will be given their Diplomas direct 
by the Registrar, on application and on payment or a fee of 
Ks. 10 in each case Tne applications of regular students and 
ex-students shall be forwarded by the Principals of their res- 
pective colleges 

3. Candidates at Convocation shall wear the gowns and 
hoods appropriate to their respective degrees Male candidates 
shall either appear bareheaded or wear turbans. No candidate 
shall be admitted to Convocation who is not in proper academic 
dress, prescribed by the University. 

4. For the award of degrees at Convocation regular students 
and ex-students shall be formally presented to the Vice- 
Chancellor, by the Principals of their respective colleges, or by 
their accredited representatives and in their absence by the 
Registrar. The Registrar shall also present all private candi- 
dates attending the Convocation. 

5. Diplomas to graduates attending Convocation will be 
supplied to them in the Convocation Hall, before the Convoca- 
tion begins. 

No Diploma will be issued on the day of the Convocation 
after the Convocation 

<5. The Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, and the Regi3trai 
will wear their special robes. Members of the Senate, Executive 
Council and Academic Board will wear the proper academic 
costume of the University of which they are graduates or that 
prescribed for the degree of Master of Arts of the Agra University.

9. Cash Book entries and relation to other books All moneys 
received and spent shall be Immediately brought to account in 
the Cash Book. It shall, as far as possible, be submitted to 
the Registrar each day; and af'et the close of each month, 
when the Bank Pass Book has been made up, the entries shall 
be compared. If both books have been correctly posted, the 
balance accoiding to the Cash Book less the cash in hands of the 
Accountant plus tho amount of uncashed cheques will agree 
with the amount in the Pass Boole 

The totals of the different kinds of income in the Daily 
Register of Income shall be entered m the Cash Book and 
reference of the p<-ge of the Register shall be made in the Cash 
Book against the entry.

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Besides the L ash Register there shall be maintained an ab- 
stract register of all transactions winch appear in the Cash Book. 

'1 here shall he columns corresponding to all the main heads 
under Income and Expenditure ( rules 2 and 3 } and under each 
head all tiamactions shall be entered daily. On the basis of 
this Register there shall be prepared each month an abstract 
progressive tot -1 of receipts and expenditure which will show 
i «) the Budget figures, (A) the amounts realised or spent, as the 
case may be, up to the end of the m^nth, (n) the balance re- 
maining to be realised available for expenditure for the rest of 
the financial year. 

A copy of the statement, signed by the Registrar, shall be 
submitted to the Vice-Chancellor before the ISth day of the 
succeeding month. 

IP. Trust Funds —The Council shall, from time to time, 
give instructions regarding the investment of moneys received 
for the endowment of medals, prizes, etc. Ihe interest accruing 
from such investments, together with any sum left over after 
investing any round sum, shall be kept in a savings bank account 
and withdrawals shall be made when necessary for the provision 
ot medals or prizes, etc. 

11. Budget .— The Budget for the ensuing year shall be 
prepared by the Accountant during the month of July and sub- 
mitted to the Registrar by August 1. The Registrar shall pre- 
sent the Draft Budget to the Vice-Chancellor (and the Finance 
Committee) before August IS 

The Draft Budget shall be considered by the Executive 
Council before the last day of August, and as soon as it has 
been approved by the Executive Council, a copy shall be sent to 
Government. Further procedure shall be according to Section 33 
of the Act. 

The Budget estimates shall be accompanied by Schedule 
showing differences from the budget of the previous year and 
explanatory notes showing clearly the reasons for such dif- 
ferences. 

The Executive Council shall, before the end of April, 
approve of any particular item of new expenditure, for which 
a special demand is to be made to Government for the provision 
of funds.

A selected group shall be 
studied primarily from the local fauna available in the United 
Provinces and also from other examples of important types. 

Candidates must produce at the practical examination 
their preparations and note-books containing a complete 
record of laboratory work which will be taken into consider- 
ation in determining the results of the examination.
